Forces handle more merchandise, employ 
more people, spend more money, own 
more land, and operate over a greater 
area than any comparable organization 
in history, data compiled by the OWT re- 
veals. 

Throughout history it has been the man 
on horseback, not the leader of the pack 
train, who stirred the imagination. It 
still is his equivalent, the advancing tank, 
jeep or plane which does so. The experi- 
enced logistician may not be quite so 
much in the limelight as the strategist 
or tactician but without his efforts the 
Army ceases to function. 


During the year prior to 7 December | 


1942 the railways in this country carried 
11,641,838 troops. Approximately 4,000,- 
000,000 pounds of military equipment of 
all kinds must go each month to more 
than 1,200 Army camps, posts and sta- 
tions in this country. 

Storage depots here are manned by 
202.000 civilians and 4,500 officers of the 
ASF. From these depots goods move as 
required to embarkation ports. 

Between 5 and 12 tons of equipment 
must accompany each man sent overseas, 
and approximately 114 tons of food, cloth- 
ing and other supplies must follow each 
month to maintain each man in the com- 
bat zone. 

As much as 542 tons of ammunition 
may be expended in one day’s firing by 
a single infantry division, and an armored 
division uses more than 600 tons of am- 
munition and 78,000 pounds of food every 
day that it is in action. 

The American forces in North Africa 


were supplied with 700,000 different items | 
of equipment and supply. Not that num- | 


ber of articles, but items, the number of | 


articles running into the millions. The 
transportation of these supplies required 
500 cargo vessels which cleared from 
dozens of ports and covered distances 
ranging from 1,500 to 4,050 sea miles. 
“When we hear ‘too little and too late’ 
we know that someone’s logistics plan has 
broken down,” says Lt. Gen. Brehon B. 
Somervell, Commanding General of the 


ASF. “When we hear ‘our troops are ad- | 


vancing’ we know that not only strategy 
and tactics are succeeding but that logis- 
tics is doing its part. Good logistics 
alone can’t win a war. Bad logistics 
alone can lose it.” 

Spare parts are of the utmost impor- 
tance. A rifle with a lost firing pin which 
cannot be replaced is so much scrap. The 
spare firing pin must be accessible when 
and where it is needed. 

How difficulties of supply are over- 
come was illustrated on Guadalcanal 
early this year. On that island 200 Ameri- 
can soldiers found themselves isolated on 
a Vital hilltop which they had taken days 
ahead of schedule. Having occupied it, 
they could hang on without food or water 
—or withdraw. They decided, of course, 
to hang on. By the end of the second day 
they were still fighting and still hanging 
on. Meantime, the Quartermaster, at 
base headquarters, was working desper- 
ately to get food and water to them. The 
crew of a Flying Fortress volunteered to 
make the tricky flight. The fortress came 
in slowly, 150 feet above the Japanese 
guns, her crew set to parachute water, 
cans of cheese and beef, powdered lemon 
and orange juice and canned turkey to 
our men below. Shuttling across the hill- 
top, the fortress, a perfect target for the 
enemy, landed her cargo safely and re- 
turned without loss to her crew.

Which allowed for the shipment of ve- 
hicles to the combat zone knocked-down, 
thereby saving much cargo space in ship- 
ment. The average time required for a 
five-man crew to uncrate the parts of a 
214-ton cargo truck and roll it off the 
assembly line completely assembled is five 
hours,

ply must continue without slowdown or 
interruption and the supplies must reach 
the battle fronts regularly and gener- 
ously.

Production ‘Full Blast’ 
Chief of Staff Reports 


Quantity production of both men and 
materiel is now in “full blast,” General 


George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff of the | 


| 


Army, told the Conference of Governors | 


“1 June at their meeting at Columbus, 
Ohio. 

Pointing out that “the establishment 
of our industries on a full war basis had 
its multiplicity of troubles, and the build- 
ing of the full war machine entailed a 
stupendous task of a wide variety of 
problems,” the Chief of Staff declared 
that the enemy’s initial advantage in men 
and guns, and in ships and planes, has 
been overcome. 

“We have seized the initiative, the most 
vital factor in war,” he asserted. 

The General told the assemblage of 
State Governors that there are two things 
we must guard against: 

“There must be no divisions among the 
Allies. 

“There must be no let-up in our prepa- 
rations.” 

The Chief of Staff cautioned against 
hasty conclusions regarding the use of 
air power or any special weapon, stating 
that he is convinced that only by a proper 
combination of war-making means can 
we achieve victory in the shortest possi- 
ble time and with the greatest economy 
in life. 

“Your adversary may be hammered to 
his knees by bombing,” the General said, 
“but he will recover unless the knockout 
blow is delivered by the ground army, 
with infantry and artillery as important 
as tanks and antiaircraft, and engineer 
and signal troops vital to the whole.” 

The full text of his address follows: 

“It has seemed advisable as the war de- 
velops that public statements by the Chief 
of Staff of the Army should be restricted to 
a few special occasions. A conference of the 
Governors, the leaders of the various States, 
is such an occasion. Furthermore, this is a 
most critical summer both for us and in the 
history of the world. We have passed through 
the period of military adolescence, our initial 
deployments have been completed and lines 
of communications solidly established. Quan- 
tity production of both men and materiel, the 
former in as exact a pattern as the latter, 
is now in full blast, the enemy’s initial ad- 
vantage in men and guns, and in ships and 
planes, has been overcome. We have seized 
the initiative, the most vital factor in war. 

“The past two years of preparation have 
been a trying period, especially the prolonged 
strain of German and Japanese successes dur- 
ing which we struggled to meet the surge 
of power which they had carefully accumu-

Naval Air Training Policy 

Continuation of the policy of bring- 
ing back outstanding naval aviators from 
the front to train the next “generation” 
of fliers was decided upon at a two-day 
meeting of the air high training com- 
mand held last weekend at the Navy De- 
partment. 

“Flying Admirals” attending the con- 
ference were emphatic in their praise for 
the invaluable contribution these returned 
leaders are making in winning the war. 
Rear Adm. Arthur B. Cook, USN, chief of 
the Navy’s Advanced (Operational) 
Training Command, who commanded a 
earrier division in the Atlantic at the 
outbreak of the war, commenting on the 
returned fliers said: “They would all 
give anything to be back in the war zones 
fighting, but they realize the work they 
are doing has to be done—and they are 
doing a grand job of it.” 

Those attending the meeting pointed out 
that they already constitute two “genera- 
tions” of Naval Aviators. Officers of flag 
rank constitute the “first generation” of 
Navy flyers and they give credit for the 
increasing ratio of victories over the en- 
emy to the fighting pilots who first estab- 
lished that margin and have since been 
returned to this country to impart their 
knowledge to those training here.

Retirement Bill Passed 

In passing, this week, 8. 219, the bill 
that provides for the retirement of offi- 
cers of all components of the Army of the 
United States, in the temporary rank at- 
tained by them in case of retirement for 
disability, the House amended the bill by 
minor changes in wording. The Senate 
agreed to the changes and the bill has 
gone to the President for signature. 

Explaining the purpose of the bill, Rep- 
resentative Sparkman, Ala., told the 
House that under present legislation offi- 
cers commissioned in the AUS from civil- 
ian life, if retired for physical disability 
during the war, would be entitled to be . 
retired in the rank attained by them and 
would be granted the retirement pay of 
the attained rank. However, officers of 
the Regular Army, National Guard or 
Reserve retired for disability would, un- 
der present law, be retired in their perma- 
nent grade and would receive the retired 
pay that goes with that lower grade. To 
correct this inequity the bill that has been 
passed was introduced in Congress, 

To clarify the bill and emphasize the 
existing inequity, Mr. Sparkman used the 
illustration of placing Gen. Dwight D. 
Kisenhower, Maj. Gen. Claire Chennault, 
Maj. Gen. James H. Doolittle, and Lt. 
Gen. William S. Knudsen in a plane, an 
accident to which might cause the dis- 
ability of all four officers. General Eisen- 
hower would be retired, under the exist- 
ing law, as a lieutenant colonel as that 
is his permanent rank; General Doolittle 
would be retired as a Major, as that is 
his permanent rank; General Chennault 
would be retired as a Captain, his perma- 
nent rank: but General Knudsen, having 
been commissioned from civil life would 
be retired in the grade of lieutenant 
general. 

The present bill would retire all of the 
officers named in the temporary grade at- 
tained by them in case of retirement for 
disability. 

Under questioning, Representative 
Sparkman emphasized that the bill ex- 
tends to officers of the various compon- 
ents of the Army privileges now held by 
naval officers. 

When questioned by Representative 
Poage, Tex., as to why an officer of the 
Regular Army receives one type of re- 
tirement and a Reserve officer another 
type, Mr. Sparkman explained that the 
only difference is in the fact that a Regu- 
lar Army officer is a career officer and in 
peace time is accorded commissary, post 
exchange, and hospital privileges because 
of that. The Reserve officer is a non- 
career officer and so does not have these 
privileges except when on active duty. 
They are regarded as part of the re- 
muneration of a Regular. Representative 
May, Ky., made the added statement that 
an officer of the Regular Army is subject 
to recall to active duty even after retire- 
ment, whereas the reservist as a non- 
‘“areer officer can be called to duty only 
under certain conditions. 

When Representative Poage suggested 
that he could not see how thére could be 
any equality in benefits as between two 
officers of different rank retired for dis- 
ability, Representative McCormack, 
Mass., asked him whether he agreed he 
would be entitled as a Regular, to retire- 
ment only as a Captain, although he 
might have gained the temporary grade 
of lieutenant general, while he, McCor- 
mack, coming from civilian life, might be 
given the rank of lieutenant general and 
if disabled in line of duty would be re- 
tired in that grade. Representative Poage 
replied : 

“If there is any merit in our system of dis- 
criminating acording to rank and of giving 
an officer greater retirement because he is in- 
jured than is given a private; if there is any 
merit in that kind of discriminatory system 
which we have operated under all through 
the history of the country then I would say 
the situation described by the majority lead- 
er would be equitable because under those 
circumstances I would have adjusted myself 
to the standard of a captain and my status 
of living would not have changed. The only 
reason in the world why there is a distinc- 
tion between a private and a major, or lieu- 
tenant, or full general is simply because we 
have built up a social system under which 
the officer is at more expense and has estab- 
lished a more expensive standard of living

Press Divided on Effect of Revolution Upon Argentina’s Attitude 


The Washington Post says: “Argentina’s revolution evoked a wholly expected 
reaction from Axis propagandists. They could think of nothing better to say about 
the overthrow of the Castillo government than that it had been instigated by the 
United States. The charge is so hollow and so palpably absurd that it is unlikely to 
receive any credence in the southern half of our hemisphere.” 

Those looking upon the situation from another angle express their doubts of the 
intentions of the new regime. 

In the Des Moines Tribune: “Early misgivings about the character of the revolu- 
tionary government in Argentina refuse as yet to be dispelled. If anything, the new 
‘cabinet’ is even more completely a military one than at first had been suspected. Even 
the two civilians in it are reported to have resigned, and they were not noted for their 
| liberal leanings.” The editorial goes on to point out, “the pro-Axis newspapers were 
not suppressed.” 

“On one point, however,” says the Philadelphia Record, “there remains little 
doubt: Pretty well shot are those hopes held by liberals that the new military regime 
would be either pro-democratic, anti-Axis, or pro-United Nations.” 

Under the heading, “Uncertainty in Argentina,” the Atlanta Journal says: “Early 
hopes that Argentina’s revolution means a liberal change in her foreign and domestic 
policies are deferred. Leaders of the new order have failed to agree among them- 
selves and have taken some steps, such as the dissolution of Congress, which are 
anything but reassuring. Moreover, some members of the provisional cabinet are 
reputed to be reactionary and pro-Fascist. It is too soon, however, to assess the full 
merits of the situation or to forecast its outcome.” 





Change Chief Signal Officers 
The nomination of Maj. Gen. Harry 
Clyde Ingles (Col, SC) to be Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army in place of Maj. Gen. 
Dawson Olmstead was sent to the Senate 
24 June. 

Following publication of the nomina- 
tion. the War Department announced 
that General Olmstead “will retire at his 
own request 30 June, and is to be re-de- 
tailed on active duty for a less strenuous 
but very important job, that of military 
representative on the Telecommunication 

Jonrd which functions under the Secre- 
tary of State.” 

The department described General 
Ingles as “a Signal Corps officer who has 
been a member of the General Staff of 
the War Department, G-3 of the Carrib- 
bean Defense Command, later chief of 
staff of that command, and finally com- 
mander of the mobile Ground Forces in 
the Panama Canal Department. From 
that region he accompanied General An- 
drews to London and became deputy com- 
mander of the European Theater.” 

General Olmstead became CSO on 24 
Oct. 1941, and thus has served less than 
two years of his four-year tour. The de- 
partment stated that he “has carried that 
organization through its vast expansion 
both as to personnel and in the produc- 
tion of materiel. He rendered valuable 
services in connection with the develop- 
ment of radar and in perfection of field 
eommunieations, a single item of which 
is the Alcan telephone project involving a 
2,000 mile multi-channel open-wire cir- 
cuit, the longest carrier system in the 
world.” 

General Olmstead was born 21 May 
1884, and is thus just 59 years old. He 
has had 37 years’ commissioned service. 

When General Ingles assumes his new 
office on 1 July, it is believed that there 
will be some reshuffling of personnel in 
the Office of the Chief Signal Officer. 





Navy Chaplains Bill

Production Schedules 

Under Secretary of War Patterson 
ealled attention this week to a 5% per- 
cent drop in production over that antici- 
pated for the month of May. He said 
that with the exception of aircraft and 
radio equipment for the ground forces, 
deliveries of every single group of Army 
supply items were either below May 
schedules or below April totals. 

Mr. Patterson attributed this decrease 
to “overconfidence inspired by the 
Tunisian victory and the success of Euro- 
pean bombing, to rumors of vast quanti- 
ties of Army supplies being stored here 
in America, far beyond our abilities to 
transport overseas, and to the mistaken 
belief on the part of many that materials 
in great quantities will shortly become

West Coast Curfew Upheld 

A decision upholding the Army regula- 
tions, put into effect by order of Lt. Gen. 
John L. De Witt, governing the move- 
ments of American-born Japanese on the 
west coast, was handed down by the 
Supreme Court this week. 

In unanimously sustaining the regula- 
tions in effect, the court, through Chief 
Justice Stone, said: “We cannot close our 
eyes to the fact, demonstrated by experi- 
ence, that in time of war residents having 
ethnic affiliations with an invading enemy 
may be a greater source of danger than 
those of a different ancestry.” 


The Senate proposal that the Secretary 
of War be authorized to prescribe any 
necessary additional regulations was 
eliminated. 











Relieve Disbursing Officers 

The Senate has passed S. 218, the bill 
that provides that the General Account- 
ing Office shall relieve from responsibility 
for the loss or deficiency of funds, vouch- 
ers, records or papers in their charge dis- 
bursing officers of the United States 
Army. 

Because disbursing officers are required 
under war conditions to make shipments 
of all of these items by every means of 
transportation, loss of funds, vouchers, 
records and papers are likely to occur with 
increasing frequency because of accidents 
and the acts of enemy forces. 








Allotment-Allowance Act 

The Senate Military Affairs Commit- 
tee may begin hearings next week on a 
proposal to increase allowances under the 
Family Allowance Act. 

Dozens of bills have been introduced 
for this purpose, most of them making 
increases in all categories of dependents. 
The bill to be taken up by the committee 
is S. 1245, introduced by Senator Wagner, 
of N. Y., which increases the government’s 
allowance for the first child from $40 to 
$56, and the allowance for each addi- 
tional child from $10 to $20. 





Store Army Canned Goods 
To release storage space in cannery 
warehouses for the 19483 pack of fruits 
and vegetables, the Quartermaster Corps 
has given shipping instructions for the 
removal from the canneries into public 
storage, of all remaining supplies of 
canned goods bought from the 1942 pack. 
At the current rate of shipments the en- 
tire movement of 10.000 cars is expected 

to be completed within a short time. 
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1944 Army Appropriations 


The House early this week passed and 
sent to the Senate the 1944 military ap- 
propriation bill, carrying $59,034,839,673 
in new funds and $12,472,8: 
appropriations for a total of nearly $72- 
billion. 

Largely responsible for the huge size 
of the bill is about $25-billion provided 
for the Air Force and allied services, ord- 
nance, communications, ete. 

For the procurement of 99,740 addi- 
tional airplanes, nearly $25-billion is pro- 
vided. 

By the end of 1943, the present pro- 
gram of 185,000 planes for the Army, 
Navy and Lend-Lease will have been 
completed, and to keep aircraft produc- 
tion at highest peak a new program of 
nearly 132,000 planes will be contracted 
for, including the 99,740 Army and lend- 
lease planes referred to above, and 27,642 
planes authorized in the Navy appropria- 
tion act of 1944. 


Size of Army 

During testimony on the bill, Lt. Gen. 
Joseph T. MecNarney, Deputy Chief of 
staff, told the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee that: 

“The funds requested will provide a fight- 
ing Air Force of 273 groups and some 3,000,- 
000 ground troops. For our Air Force the 
appropriation requested will provide for ap- 
proximately 100,000 airplanes, of which there 
will be approximately 36,000 bombers, 38,000 
fighters, 12,000 transport planes and 9,000 
training planes, with sufficient additional en- 
zines and parts to maintain the combat 
planes in action. 

“The appropriations requested will pro- 
vide our combat divisions with the necessary 
ammunition, tanks, small arms and cannon, 
combat vehicles, and all the other essential 
items of equipment necessary to enable us 
to come to grips with and destroy the 
enemy.” 

The committee and the House imposed 
few cuts on the bill, effecting a total re- 
duction of about one-half billion dollars 
on the Budget estimates. These estimates 
by arm and service were (in millions of 
dollars) :

Bill Cut Somewhat 

Cuts imposed included 10 per cent, or 
$80,000,000 on travel of the Army, the Ap- 
propriations Committee feeling that, as 
Was the case with the Navy on whom a 
similar cut was imposed, “there has been 
entirely too much unnecessary travel and 
that there could be and should be better 
control and regulation.” Other reductions 
were in WAAC estimates since it now ap- 
pears that the 150,000 limit will remain 
on the strength of the Women’s Army 
Auxiliary Corps, in civilian personnel, 
and in the expediting of production item. 

From the $79,000 budget of the Bureau 
of Public Relations, $15,000 was slashed.

personnel. 

During his testimony before the com- 
mittee, General McNarney revealed that 
during fiscal year 1944 the Army would 
maintain over 900 air fields, 4,500 posts, 
camps and other installations, and ap- 
proximately 700,000 hospital beds. 

“Funds are also provided for intern- 
ment camps for 325,000 prisoners of war,” 
he stated, adding, “I am sure that Con- 
gress will not object if we exceed this 
figure.” 

General McNarney continued: 

“Having driven the Axis from Africa, we 
intend to deliver the knockout blow on the 
enemy’s home grounds. We have stemmed 
the forward movement of the Japs and are 
now in the process of evicting them from 
their conquest. Aerial warfare is being in- 
tensified to the full extent of our capabilities. 
This will be followed at the propitious time 
by an all-out blow by both land and air. 
We will bring the war home to Japan, Ger- 
many and Italy. 

“To carry out our mission, the War De- 
partment is requesting funds for an Army 
of 7%-million enlisted men, including the 
Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps.” 

General McNarney defended the rela- 
tively small number of divisions provided 
by the 714-million man Army, by pointing 
to the size of the Air Force. “We have 
devoted a very large portion of our re- 
sources to building an air force,” he 
stated. “In conjunction with our allies, we 
will have superiority in the air. With 
such superiority the actual efficiency of 
the divisions on the ground cannot be 
measured one for one.” 


Limits on Bill 

The committee denied an Army re- 
quest for funds to finance painting of pic- 
tures of war activities, and to insure 
that no such project was attempted in- 
serted a prohibition against use of any 
Army funds for that purpose. 

Realizing that from time to time mili- 
tary personnel are required to lodge tem- 
porarily at facilities maintained on mili- 
tary reservations, the committee inserted 
a provision in the appropriation act to 
insure that personnel or their dependents 
who lodge in such places on a rental basis 
shall not lose rental allowances thereby. 

During the hearings Lt. Gen. Brehon 
B. Somervell, commanding general, ASF, 
made it clear that “it would be a per 
fectly hopeless proposition to try to pro- 
vide suitable housing for officers’ famil- 
ies.” 

Therefore, housing is provided only for 
enlisted men and civilians. 

In the case of officers, he stated, “There 
is no way to stop the women from follow- 
ing their husbands, and you cannot blame 
them for that. But the matter has ad 
justed itself, simply through the amount 
of housing that is available.” 

After hearing discussions on the Army 
college training program, committee mem- 
bers criticized bitterly proposals to give 
pre-dental and pre-medical training, since 
these students would not graduate for 51 
months. 

Presumably the war would have ended 
by that time, and there were no plans to 
hold these doctors, trained at government 
expense, in service. If the doctors are 
being trained for post-war purposes, the 
committee declared, other than Army 
funds should be used for the purpose, and 
it ordered against using Army money to 
train any students in medicine, dentistry 
or veterinary unless the training can he 
completed in two years. 


Ready to Use Gas 

Approving the budget request for the 
Chemical Warfare Service, the commit- 
tee declared that it is “determined that 
our own and Allied forces shall be at all 
times and in all theaters completely 
ready, defensively and offensively, should 
our enemies elect to engage in this dia- 
bolical form of attack. The committee 
has every assurance that our forces are 
ready for any eventuality.” 

During 1{44, hearings developed, the 
Air Force is planning an output of about 
302,000 officer and enlisted technicians, 
80,000 pilots, 12.000 hombardiers and 15,- 
GOO navigators. 

At the same time the length of pilot 


training is increasing, just as was re- 
cently found to be the case with the 
Navy.

Signal Corps Procurement

Y placing contracts for the greatest 

amount of communication equipment 
in its history, the Signal Corps has suc- 
cessfully accomplished its procurement 
objectives for Fiscal Year 1943. 

When the Signal Corps as a separate 
Branch was established by Congressional 
Act in 1863, communications materiel was 
limited to flags and heliographs. Tele- 
phone, telegraph, radio, photography, 
meteorology and many other applied fields 
have since been added to the responsibili- 
ties of the Signal Corps whose primary 
function remains that of designing, de- 
veloping, procuring, supplying and main- 
taining all items of communication equip- 
ment and supplies for the Army. To this 
have been added the related requirements 
of international aid. 

The Signal Corps is responsible for the 
procurement of communications equip- 
ment ranging from dry batteries and 
flashlights to the most complicated radar. 
It also procures radio receiving and 
transmitting sets for vehicles, tanks and 
airplanes, fixed radio, telephone and tele- 


graph systems, as well as_ pigeon, 
meteorological and other equipment. 


Complexity of these designs varies from 
the fairly simple equipment having a 
commercial counterpart to highly theo- 
retical applications produced by pure re- 
search. The procurement of this wide va- 
riety of items cannot be compared with 
peace-time procurement in the communi- 
cation field since even the simplest must 
meet rigid military characteristics not 
normally required in any communication 
counterpart. 

The applied tactics in the theaters of 
operation seattered throughout the world 
require changes in the equipment design, 
due to the differences of climatic condi- 
tions, the rapidity of movement, the prob- 
lems of supply and transportation. Em- 
ployment of such equipment in the trop- 
ical zones of the Southwest Pacific, in the 
arid wastes of Africa, or in the sub-zero 
temperatures of the Arctic has been re- 
flected in the Signal Corps procurement 
problem of producing sets that will op- 
erate efficiently under varied conditions 
and climates. 

The first phases of the present conflict 
have involved high mobility with an un- 
precedented requirement for effective and 
adequate communications. For this rea- 
son emphasis was put on radio communi- 
cation facilities. In the Fiscal Years 1942 
and 1943 more than 90° of all Signal 
Corps funds appropriated and exnended 
for tactical equipment was used for pro 
curement of radio equipment. 

The sudden acceleration in the size of 
the Army, the rapidly changing military 
organizations, the large demands of our 
Allies and the effects of changing military 
techniques have made it diffienlt to com 
pute requirements for individual equip- 
ments, their component parts and con- 
tributory materials. These handicaps 
were to be expected since the radio art it 
self is new and the application of elec- 
tronic principles is so revolutionary and 
ranid as to defy stabilization of produe- 
tion. 

The peace-time U. S. communications 
systems, although a miracle of the mod 
ern age, were inadequate to meet the full 
war-time requirements including both 
military and industrial applications, This 
same requirement for adequate communi- 
cations is involved in the employment of 


tanks, aireraft, vehicles and = ground 
troops. The design and development fa- 


cilities of the Signal Corps had to be, 
therefore, versatile — a characteristic 
which is reflected in the activities of the 
industrial manufacturers. 

The radio industry has grown from a 
peace-time business of approximately 
$250 0°0.000 a year to one involving some 


$3.500,000.000 per year of which about 
70% pertains to the Signal Corps. Since 


the major civilian requirements have been 
set aside for the duration, the increase in 
manufacturing activity is due to the in- 
creased requirements for communication 
by the United States military and Lend 
Lease nations. At the end of Fiscal Year 
1942, the Signal Corps had placed, during 
the previous 24 month period, somewhat 
over 50,000 prime contracts with more 














than 1200 prime contractors. Today over 
8,000 prime contractors and many times 
this number of subcontractors, are en- 
gaged in the production of Signal Corps 
equipment. During Fiscal Year 1941, the 
Signal Corps procured approximately 
$300,000,000 of communication equip- 
ment. In 1942 this became approximately 
$3,000,000,000 and during Fiscal Year 
1943 even this value has been far sur- 
passed. 

In 1941 the radio industry consisted 
largely of assembly facilities located in 
the greater metropolitan district of the 
east coast. Due to this condition the sup- 
pliers of component parts and materials 
were to a large extent located in this same 
congested area. Today, through procure- 
ment planning, education and conversion, 
approximately 50% of the Signal Corps 
procurements have been spread to other 
localities, thus giving greater security of 
facilities, assurance of continued supply, 
a greater stabilization of labor and a bet- 
ter economic balance of the industry. This 
has been accomplished only through fore- 
sighted action in requiring the education 
of additional facilities through subcon- 
tracting and with the full cooperation of 
all members of the industry. The procure- 
ment plans developed through the peace- 
time years are bearing economic fruit by 
the improvement of delivery schedules, 
the conservation of critical materials and 
the reduction of costs. It is true that the 
widely separated theaters of operation 
and the unprecedented mobile tactics em- 
ployed, together with the unforeseen 
number of troops requiring communica- 
tion equipment, found the industry short 
of capacity. Conversion, expansion and 
full utilization of all productive elements 
has made it possible to provide sufficient 
capacity to meet the need. Today, we 
have a condition in which, if given raw 
materials and proper scheduling, even 
greater quantities of communications 
equipment can be produced, except for 
certain types of equipments and their 
comnonents requiring very exceptional 
facilities. 

One of the limitations encountered dur- 
ing Fiscal Year 1943 in the accomplish- 
ment of Signal Corps procurement objec- 
tives has been the acquisition and distri- 
bution of critical raw materials. Fore- 
sighted and far-reaching action has been 
obtained towards substitution and em- 
ployment of alternate materials to elimi- 
nate chokepoints caused by inadequate 
supplies of certain critical materials, not 
normally utilized by the industry in the 
peace-time years. This shortage of raw 
materials is one of the many lessons of 
this war which should be applied in fu- 
ture procurement planning. Adequate 
funds, expended for a stockpile of raw 
materials, would prove economical in 
time, material, manpower and dollars. 

In order to meet the procurement ob 
jectives it has been necessary to spread 
the production load throughout all the 
facilities affiliated with the communica. 
tions industry, since it was imperative 
that adequate quantities of equipment be 
acquired in the shortest possible period. 
At the same time it was necessary to ad- 
here to the many rules and regulations 
set up to regulate both government pro 
curement and the civilian supply. The 
matter of securing necessary materials 
and the allocating of these to the mannu- 
facturers in the order of precedence, has 
been a gigantic task, especially since such 
allocation must result in the assembly-of 
complete equipments in balance with the 
production of planes and tanks and the 
mobilization of personnel,

USMA Uniform Allowance 

The Senate Military Committee this 
week filed its formal report on the bill, 
$.758, which provides a $250 uniform al- 
lowance for graduates of the U. S. Mili- 
tary Academy. The committee voted to 
report the bill late last week. as reported 
in the ARMY AND Navy Journar. 19 June 
IsSTIe, 

The bill extends the benefits of present 
Army oflicers’ uniform allowance act to 
members graduates of the academy, who 
heretofore were specifically excluded. 
Those who were on active duty on or after 
3 April, 1939, in grades under major are 
eligible for the allowance. The War De- 
partment has estimated that about 5,500 
graduates of the academy will receive the 
uniform allowance provided by the bill. 


New AA Gun 

An antiaircraft gun of a newly devel- 
oped type was predicted by Brig. Gen. 
Glodeon N. Barnes, chief of the Army 
Ordnance Technical Division, to become 
one of this war's deadliest weapons. This 
gun, he stated, fires accurately at a range 
of 60,000 feet. 

Attending the opening of the Goodyear 
Research Laboratory at Akron, Ohio, this 
week, General Barnes said: “If this war 
lasts more than two years weapons will 
be so improved they will bear but little 
resemblance to those of today.” 
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Emphasize Battle Lessons 


Divisions and certain other units which

| Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, Commanding 
General of the Army Ground Forces said: 
under this directive designed 
to perfect the technique of individuals and 
units, with particular emphasis on the es- 
sentials brought out by experience in battle. 

“The experience of our troops in battle 
in various theaters has emphasized the 
soundness of our tactical doctrine and the 
necessity for placing added stress on funda- 
mentals,”’ General MeNair said. “Action in 
the various theaters has been described as 

‘Jungle Warfare,’ ‘Desert Warfare,’ and so 
forth, implying distinctive and totally dif- 
ferent training methods. Analysis shows that 
while terrain and weather conditions have 
necessitated variations in equipment and 
technique, they have effected no change in the 
principles which determine success. 

“Essential in any theater are the following: 
Strong leadership; rigid discipline; every 
soldier a skilled, self-reliant, fighting indi- 
vidual; expertness in the use of weapons; 
care of individual arms and equipment; de- 
termination to destroy the enemy; rugged- 
ness and toughness of the individual: the 
capability of small units for independent 
action for extended periods; scouting and 
patrolling; application of the principles of 
field sanitation and personal hygiene; con- 
tinuous reconnaissance in all operations; all- 
around security for all units and installa- 
ticns; dispersion and camouflage; knowledge 
of the use and handling of mines and other 
demolitions; the foxhole for individual pro- 
tection against strafing and tank attack; and 
the ability to fight at night.” 

All of the points named by General 
McNair are strongly emphasized in the 
present program, which is divided into 
three two-month phases as follows: 

Phase I of the new schedule is concerned 
with further training of the individual and 
the squad, including such subjects as firing, 
handling of mines, first aid, and scouting. 

Phase II involves training of the platoon, 
with particular stress on night fighting, in- 
cluding patrolling, infiltration, raiding, and 
gapping minefields. At the conclusion of this 
phase, each platoon will undergo a “leader- 
ship exercise,” in which it will be assigned a 
mission requiring six days for completion 
and involving movement, attack, and de- 
fense by both day and night. Vehicles will 
transport only fuel and ammunition, cook- 
ing will be done by small groups, and water 
will be drawn by hand from points two miles 
from bivouac areas. 

Phase III aims at perfecting technique of 
the night attack, which, General McNair com- 
mented, “is assuming increasing importance.” 
Exercises will progress successively from 
company to regiment, and will be repeated 
on varied terrain. It culminates in the test 
involving the division, generally continuing

Dept. Abolishes Private Business 


The War Department this week noti- 
fied 2,800 individuals and firms engaged 
in the manufacture and sale of Army in- 
signia that their licenses will be revoked 
in 120 days. After that time the War 
Department will prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of insignia by civilian firms and 
will take over itself this long established 
business. 

After that date insignia will be sold 
only at Post Exchanges and Quartermas- 
ter stores and will be manufactured only 
upon priority granted by the Philadelphia 
Quartermaster Depot. The War Depart- 
ment explanation for this move was: 

“The new regulations are expected to save 
a quality of metal, needed for more essential 
war uses, by reducing the inventory on items 
of insignia on hand, They also will strength- 
en the enforcement of Army regulations, 
which prohibit the sale of insignia without 
positive identification of the purchaser as an 
authorized

| Ratio of Air Losses 


The significant ratio of air losses, de- 
cidedly in our favor, was clearly pointed 
| out by Col. R. Ernest Dupuy, USA, on 
the Army Hour, broadcast by NBC Net- 
work, this week. He reported: 

Out of 120 planes which attacked Guadal- 
canal last week we brought down 94. Six of 
our planes were shot down, two of their pilots 
being saved. A ratio of 16 to 1. 

Looking at the past Solomons record, on 7 
April an attack by the enemy with 50 bomb- 
ers and 48 fighters cost the enemy a total of 
39 planes. We lost 7 planes, saved 5 pilots. 
At the same time we lost a destroyer, a tank- 
er and an Allied corvette. A ratio of better 
than 5 to 1 in the air. 

Around 50 enemy planes were intercepted 
oq Guadalcanal 12 June. 25 were destroyed, 
probably 8 others. Our losses were six planes 
and two pilots. This was better than 4 to 1 

To shift to the Western front, the raids on 
Wilhelmshaven and Cuxhaven 11 June show 
an enemy loss of from 8 to 105 planes to 8 
of ours, Better than 10 to 1. 

In the Kiel and Bremen attacks we had 
our heaviest losses, 24 to 6. Still nearly 3 to 
1 in our favor. 

Last week in air attacks of our planes over 
Sicily and Sardinia the score was 39 enemy 
planes downed for 8 of ours. Nearly 5 to 1,

Funds for Naval Supplies 
BY REAR ADMIRAL WILLIAM 
BRENT YOUNG, (SC) USN 


Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts and Paymaster General of the Navy 
URING the fiscal year starting 1 
July 1943, it is estimated that the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts of the 
Nuvy Department will have available for 
expenditure funds in excess of $4,000,- 
000,000, Those expenditures will cover a 
wide range of needs, from paying and 
feeding the personnel of the Navy to the 
purchase of fuel to run the Navy’s ships. 
Of the funds available for disbursing 
by the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, 
the largest amounts are for the pay, sub- 
sistence, and transportation of Naval per- 
sonnel. Those funds, which are admin- 
istered jointly by the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel and the Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts, will involve approximately 
$3.000,000,000, $500,000,000 and $160.,- 
000,000, respectively. 
Operation of Bureau 
The next largest item is the amount re- 
quired for the operation of the Bureau, 
itself, and all of its field activities, which 
include Naval Supply Depots; Supply, 
Accounting and Disbursing Departments 
in the majority of Naval shore stations, 
and miscellaneous activities such as Cost 
Inspection Offices, Purchasing Offices, 
and Marketing Offices. This item, which 
covers rentals, hire of Civil Service and 
other personnel, miscellaneous mainte- 
nance and operating charges, purchase of 
equipment and the furnishing of Defense 
Aid to foreign governments under Lend- 
Lease agreements, will exceed $200,000,- 
000. 
Another $200,000,000 is expected to be 
spent in paying the transportation bills 


of the entire Navy. This will cover 
freight, express, drayage and _ other 
charges incident to the moving of the 


Navy’s property from place to place as 
required in the prosecution of the war. 
Fuel and Lend-Lease 

Approximately $130,000,000 will be 
spent for fuel oil, diesel oil and coal for 
the Fleet, gasoline for the Navy’s small 
boats, charges for the maintenance of fuel 
plants, drinking water and ice for ships 
and fuel to be furnished to Naval vessels 
of our Allies under Lend-Lease agree- 
ments. 

More than $47,000,000 is expected to be 
made available to finance the procure- 
ment of additional stocks of regulation 
clothing for the enlisted personnel of the 
Navy. The total value of the clothing to 
he procured by manufacture and 
chase will exceed this amount, since the 
procurements of Naval clothing and small 
stores are financed by a revolving fund 


which is reimbursed for the value of | 
nearly all issues to Naval personnel. 
Similarly, the procurement of general 


stock items for the use of all Bureaus of 
the Navy Department is financed by a re- 
volving fund and, therefore, the quanti- 
ties and value of the stock items to be 
procured cannot readily be determined in 
advance.

T was in the light of the needs of the current war and the future requiremenis 

of the Fleet and its Air arm that the Secretary of the Navy signed the contract 
with the Standard Oil Company, whereby the Navy acquired title to the 8,300 
acres of land of that Company and its wells and equipment thereon, which formed 
a part of the Elk Hills Oil and Gas Field, Kent County, Calif., known as Naval 
Petroleum Reserve No. 1. In doing so, the Secretary acted in accordance with the 
law and under a directive of the President, and the contract before signature wis 
approved by that high official. After signature last November, a press release was 
issued acqnainting the public with the terms of the agreement. Then competitors of 
the Standard entered objection, and, after several months, the Under Secretary of 
the Interior and an assistant to the Attorney General expressed their disapproval. 
It was their claim that the Standard had sold to the Navy some wells which were 
water flooded and, consequently, comparatively valueless, and that the contract was 
against public interest because it provided for exclusive operation of the entire 
reserve by the Standard. Vhe facts are that Standard owned one-fifth of the acreage 
and was entitled to one-third of the 2 to 5 hundred million barrels estimated to lie 
in the shallow sands, and of the 50 to 100 million barrels in the deep sands of the 
Reserve: that on the small section where wells were in operation there was being 
produced 4 thousand barrels daily from the Navy leases and double that quantity 
from the Standard’s lands, and that there was danger of the pumps of the latter 
drawing off huge quantities of the Navy’s reserved oil. The contract Mr. Knox signed 
not only assured Navy title to the Standard land, but denied the company the right 
to tap the deep sands oil; limited Standard’s extraction of oil to a maximum of 
27,500,000 barrels; continued under naval control the existing division of production, 
64% for the Navy and 36¢, for Standard, and at the end of five vears fixed Standard 
production at 750 barrels daily, which would have required to all intents and purposes 
a shut down. The actual and only cash payment Standard was to receive for re- 
linquishment of its properties and rights was $1,750,000, which payment was in- 
tended to equalize exploration, development and equipment costs with the Navy, and 
to compensate for the land at $10 per acre. As private operation was the principle 
of the Secretary’s policy, it was clear that greater control could be exercised by the 
Navy over one rather than several companies, and for that and other reasons Standard 
wus made the exclusive agent of the Navy. However, the criticism expressed caused 
a directive to the Secretary to cancel the contract. If condemnation proceedings be 
instituted, it is estimated the government may be compelled to pay $216 millions to 
the Standard, a sum probably far in excess of what the company would have realized 
from the portion of oil assigned to it under the abrogated contract. It is gratifying 
that the House Public Lands Committee is investigating the transaction. When the 
facts are known they will establish the propriety and sound business practice of the 
Secretary, and, above all, show that his single purpose was to assure supplies of 
essential oil and gas for the Fleet during the current war, and to conserve them 
for it against the time when our national resources will be exhausted and Japanese 
destruction of Dutch and Far Eastern oil fields will deny them to world use. 


HE miracle Industry has wrought in supplying our troops and crews and our

From 1 July 1940 to 31 December 1942, the War and 
Navy Departments alone disbursed or obligated for the staggering total of $191 bil- 
lions, and expenditures and obligations during the first half of this calendar year, 
und under the estimates for the next fiscal year, will bring that total up to more than 
S282 billions. The grand total of all expenditures for war from 1 July 1941 to 30 June 
1{44, inclusive, promises to amount to at least $350 billions. Most of this incredible 
sum has been or will be employed in the transformation of the United States from 
ut Nation concerned in the ways of peace into a huge war machine. so st rong that 
it will roll like an irresistible tank over everything in its path. Not only Big Business, 
but Little Business, has contributed to the making of this machine and its products : 
and that both are inspired by the patriotic purpose to continue to do their bit, is 
shown by the advertisements for work, and yet more work, in this Issue. Procure- 
ment officers may well profit from reading those advertisements, for they point the 
way to the execution of an imperative policy of the Gvernment, that of distributing 
contracts especially among small firms, whose maintenance is one of the special inter- 
ests of the Administration and Congress. While we talk, and with proper pride, cf 
the miracle of production, we can talk with equal pride of the miracle of its per- 
formance. The excellence of our machines and munitions has been demonstrated 
on the battlefields of the world. Our Allies, too, are loud in their praise of the muni- 
tions they have received under Lend-Lease allotments, valued to date at more than 
$10 billions. President Roosevelt visioned us as the Arsenal of Democracy, and that 
we have become by the devoted efforts of our Industry. a '

Died in Jap Prisons 


through the International 
Red Cross froni Japan have notified the 
War Department of the names of more 
than 600 American soldiers who have 
died in prison camps since the fall of 
Bataan and Corregidor. Disease is stated 
in each case as cause of death. Malaria, 
diphtheria, dysentery and pneumonia are 
the major causes. Some cases of beri-beri 
are reported. 

Earlier, more than three hundred deaths 
due to battle wounds had been reported 
from Japanese sources. The deaths by 
disease are out of a total of 11,307 army

The new Division will 
be responsible for the procurement, stor- 
age and distribution of pertoleum prod- 
ucts, fuels and lubricants for the Army 
except certain special lubricants and 
greases used with weapons and fuels and 
lubricants used by Army aircraft. Col. 
William E. R. Covell has been named 
chief of the new Division. 

The order establishing the new Divi- 
sion concentrates in one department all 
of the staff functions relating to the 
Army’s gasoline, motor oil, coal, fuel oil, 
coke and lubricating grease, except those 
connected with weapons and airplanes. 
The new Division also will handle the 
procurement, storage and distribution of 
all containers for fuel and lubricants.

South Pacific: 1. On 16 June, a twin-engine 
Japanese reconnaissance bomber was shot 
down southeast of San Cristobal Island. 

2. On 17 June: (a) During the afternoon, 
Dauntless (Douglas SBD) dive bombers es- 
corted by Wildcat (Grumman F4F) fighters 
attacked Japanese positions at Rekata Bay, 
Santa Isabel Island. Hits were scored on 
enemy antiaircraft positions. 

(b) During the night an unknown number 
of Japanese planes approached Guadalcanal 
Island, and dropped several bombs harm- 
lessly into the water off Tulagi. No damage 
or casualties were sustained. 

3. Additional reports received indicate that 
in the air battle over Guadalcanal Island 
(previously reported in Navy Department 
Communiques 415 and 416) 94 Japanese planes 
were destroyed instead of 77. Of the addi- 
tional 17, 16 were shot down by ships in the 





harbor and one by shore-based antiaircraft 

The Japanese planes were met by Army 
and Navy fighter planes, participating in ap 
proximately equal numbers. The Navy planes 
were manned by Navy and Marine Corps 
pilots, Eight of the Army planes were flowr 
by New Zealand pilots. All U. S. planes were 
based on Henderson Field, fighting plans 
types including Corsairs (Vought F4U), Wild 
eats (Grumman F4F), Lightnings (Lockheed 
P-38), Airacobras (Bell P-39), and Warhawks 
(Curtiss P-40). This air victory was a strik 
ing example of coordinated battle action by 
the various units concerned. 

The Japanese planes came in over Beau 
fort Bay (West coast of Guadalcanal Island 
avd were engaged by the U. S. planes. At 
about the same time, another group of Japa 
nese planes approached from farther nortl 
and were immediately attacked. Approx 
mately 30 enemy dive bombers maneuvered ti 
attack U. S. cargo vessels escorted by destroy 
ers. Subsequent contacts were made over 
Koli Point, Savo Island, Cape Esperance and 
Tulagi. 

The dive bombing .of U. 8S. surface units 
occurred at about 2:15 p.m. In this attack 
cargo vessel and a landing craft were dam 
aged. One other cargo vessel sustained minor 
damage. 

In the air action, 30 Navy and Marinse 
Cerps planes shot down sixteen Zero fighters 
and seventeen bombers. Thirty-six Army 
planes shot down twenty-nine Zeros and tei 
bombers. The eight New Zealand pilots shot 
down five bombers. 

Of the six U. 8S. planes shot down, two 
the pilots were rescued.

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Quartermaster Corps 
Procurement

URING the fiscal year ending 30 

June 1943, the Quartermaster Corps 
will have procured Quartermaster sup- 
plies for the Army to the value of ap- 
proximately $4,500,000,000, Procurements 
made by the Quartermaster Corps for 
other services in the Army, for the Navy, 
for the Department of Agriculture, for 
Lend-Lease, for the War Relocation Au- 
thority, ete., will amount to another 
s500,000,000, Thus, in one year the Quar- 
termaster Corps has been a buyer of over 
=5,000,000,000 worth of supplies. 

More Supplies Needed 

The increased size of the Army for the 
coming fiscal year will consume more sup- 
plies than did the Army during the past 
fiscal year. This does not mean that the 
supplies to be procured will increase in 
proportion to the increase in the strength 
of the Army. On the contrary, supplies 
procured during the past year have not 
only supplied the Army but they were 
purchased in sufficient amount to carry 
reserve stocks in the various Theaters of 
Operation, to fill the pipe lines to those 
Theaters and to carry a small reserve 
within the continental limits of the 
United States. Future procurements will, 
therefore, be based in quantity on actual 
consumption figures. 

As the Quartermaster Corps uses many 
items in common use by the civilian pop- 
ulation, the most important being food 
and clothing and petroleum, great care 
is being exercised to keep our necessary 
reserves to the minimum consistent with 
wilitary necessity. This is in order that 
the civilian population may not be un- 
necessarily deprived of any of these items. 

Change In Items 

The past vear has witnessed in the type 
of articles procured by the Quartermas- 
ter Corps a complete change in that at 
the beginning of the year it was the buy- 
crs’ market, today it is the sellers’ market.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The broadcast of Admiral Kichisaburo Nomura, that Japan is 
“invincible,” does not accord with the statements he made to friends in Washington 
before he was given his passports after Pearl Harbor. What convinced those friends 
of his anxiety te preserve peace while serving us Ambassador to the United States, 
Was his flat assertion that in case of war, his country would be ruined and the United 
States would be weakened. Indeed, it is believed that this opinion was expressed to 
the President and the Secretary of State on the frequent occasions he conferred with 
those officials, and was one of the reasons why they persisted in the hope that the 
War Lords in Tokyo would refrain from attacking us. Nomura based his judgment 
of the inevitable destruction of his country upon the knowledge he possessed of our 
vast resources in man power and materiel, of the production of machines and muni- 
tions of which we were capable and of the efficiency of the Fleet and the small Army 
then in being. He knows now from our brondcasts that we have not only achieved 
iis estimate of our power, but have exceeded it. His statement relative to the “in- 
Vincibility” of his country, he undoubtedly bases npon the belief that Japan hereafter 
will contine herself to defense, and hope that a prolonged war will tire the United 
States and Great Britain, and cause them to agree to peace. Indication that this 
notion is in his mind is furnished by his statement that Japan and her Axis Allies 
“do not have to attack any more to win: they need only to hold out in conquered 








positions.” 

If Nomura correctly reports the policy determined by Berlin, Rome and Tokyo, 
if means that Hither will not again attempt to move against the Red Armies: that 
he and Mussolini will devote their efforts to preventing the bastion of Europe from 
heing breached, and that Japan will limit her efforts to China, Burma and the Islands 
of the Pacific she has occupied. It means further that Berlin and Tokyo are in agree- 
ment that Japan shall not invade Siberia, although such an action would seem to be 
obligated by the Tripartite Pact between them, and Secretary Knox indicated this 
week this to be his conclusion. Recalling the way in which the Siberian Army stopped 
an Japanese Army in its tracks before the war, and realizing the resurgent power of 
Russia, the Japanese War Lords probably have come to the conclusion that their 
dream of a New Order in all of East Asia and the western Pacific, which they were 
io dominate, and of an Axis New Order in Europe, no longer is within prospect. In 
other words, the aim for world conquest and coutrol which was the purpose of the 
Tripartite Pact, has ceased to be realizable as a result of the growing might of the 
United Nations. The only hope left for its participants is that expressed by Nomura 
“fo hold out in conquered positions.” 

There was another statement by Nomura waich is worthy of comment. He said 
that “attempts to establish a second front would be a real acid test.” The United 
Nations are willing to accept them as such. The President and Prime Minister Church- 
ill have publicly declared their intention to take some of the weight off Russia. 
Postmaster General Walker, who is fainiliar with the plans approved, said in Chicago 
that we are prepared to act, our Chief of Staff has so indicated, and British and 
American commanders across the Atlantic have made clear that this is our purpose, 
From Moscow, on the anniversary of the invasion of Russia two years ago, there was 
uw repetition of the demand for the Second Front; and as Stalin is familiar with the 
strategy determined upon, this reiteration well may have been for the purpose of 
deceiving the enemy. Certainly the forces available and the preparations completed, 
mean that American and British forces soon will be in Europe. Obviously we do not 
propose to let the Luge Army in North Africa, and the Armies in the Near East, 
remain idle. The strong Fleet in the Mediterranean is net engaged in a parade 
Transports and landing boats have not been gathered merely to serve as a spectacle 
(mr planes have not been bombing Ttalian installations, exploding munitions dumps 
wnd oil tanks, interrupting communications and destroying indusiry, unless as a 
prelhide to operations, Nor in Englund are the poweriul forces there designed to re nti 
inactive. What concerns Rome and Berlin is where we will strike—the President 
they remember, said we wouid attack at numerous points. Hence the failure of 
Hitler to move in Russia. He cannot afford to commit his Armies there to an extensive 

ampaign unless and until he knows where our eiforts will be directed, In short, 
there is a Second Front, a front that is tangible to the German and especially to the 
Italian mind, and its physical establishment in Earepe awaits the moment of deci 
sion by our High Command. 

The faci that the Axis and Japan are deseribing the war sitnation as serious, 
wnd are limiting their designs to retention ef what they Dace conenered. necessarily 
is gravely concerning the Balkan States, and exercising a restraining influence upon

Troops in Civil Disturbanees—Employment of United States Army troops to restore 
order to riot ridden Detroit marks one of the infrequent occasions when Federal 
soldiers have been ordered to duty in connection with civilian disturbances. In this 
instance, as wel] as in those in the past, the Army has acquitted itself well, quickly 
restoring order and preventing further bloodshed and suffering by the use of firm 
methods aad a display of force, in the way of armored cars, jeeps iad guns. Fortu 
nately there was in Detroit a large body of well-trained Military Police maintained 
in that locality for the protection of the many war plants. These were first used, sup 
plemented by from Selfridge Field, and later from Camp MeCoy and Fort 
Custer, The Army's part in maintaining order was under Brig. Gen. William E 
Guthner, of the Sixth Service Command, who pointed out to the public that martial 
law had not been proclaimed, but that they were operating under the President's 
proclamation that they “give Federal assistance io the state of emergency.” This 
form of using troops leaves the inilitary subordinate to the civil authority.

The President's Proclamation referred to by General Guthner, related that the 
stute was unable to suppress the domestic violence in Michigan, that the Constitution 
suarantees the States protection on application, cited the Constitution, and then con 
cluded “Whereas, it is required that whenever it may be necessary, in the judgment 
of the President, to use the military forces of the United States for the purpose afore 
said, he shall forthwith by proclimation command such insurgents to disperse and 
retire peaceably to their respective homes within a limited time: 

“Now, Therefore, I, Franklin D. Rooseveit, President of the United States, do 
hereby make proclamation, and T do hereby command all persons engaged in said 
unlawful and insurrectionary proceedings to disperse and retire peaceably to their 
respective abodes immediately and hereafter abandon said combinations and submit 
themselves to the laws and constituted authorities of said State: and 

“LT invoke the aid and co-operation of all good citizens thereof to unhold the laws 
and preserve the public peace.” 

Duty in connection with civil disturbances is probably the most distasteful of 
the many assignments that may come to a soldier, but men of the Army are trained 
to obey orders, whether they come from the next echelon of command above them or 
from their Commander-in-Chief, as in this case. In such instances, soldiers put their 
personal feelings aside and carry out their orders to the best of their ability and with 
the leasi hardship upon the civilian personnel whose actions they must control and 
Whose properiy they must protect. 

Such employment of troops goes back to our early history. 
Washingiouw’s inauguration, Shays’ Rebellion. involving war debts, the military bonus, 
nnd demands for fiat money, was countered by armed action, although in that instance 
state troops were used. Massachusetts, however, called upon Congress for help. Later 
in 1794, the Whiskey insurrection, in Western Pennsylvania, aroused by defiance 
wgainst the tax on distilled liquors, resulted in the intervention of Federal troops.

Air Forees—How the Troop Carrier Command of the United States Army Air 
Forces, flying day and night, transported an entire division of troops with complete 
fighting equipment from Australia to New Guinea, making possible the successful 
Papuan campaign, has been reported by 6 Army Air Forces officers who have just 
returned to Washington after 19 months of service in the Southwest Pacific area. 

These six officers of the Troop Carrier Command who participated in the biggest 
mass movement by air ever undertaken in the Southwest Pacific, are now back on 
assignments in the United States. 

They are: Maj. Fred G. Henry, Squadron Commander ; Maj James A. Me 
Cullough, Flight Leader; Maj. Alan D. Moore, Squadron Operations Officer; Maj. 
George E. Stover, Pilot; Maj. Ray Vandiver, Group Operations Officer; and Maj. 
John W. Wise, Pilot. 

“We got the orders to take the entire Army Division to the Buna battle area 
from Australia,” Major Vandiver, spokesman for the group, said. “From Australia 
men were flown to Port Moresby in every plane we could lay our hands on, including 
some bombers undergoing repairs. An average day’s load was 500,000 pounds, with 
700,000 being our revord day. 

“We would land a load of soldiers and pick up a load of wounded to bring them 
back for hospitalization. The planes were never empty and were busy night and 
day, flying, being refueled and rechecked.” 

Literally everything that an entire Army Pivision would need was flown by 
the Troop Carrier Command. Malaria pills, jeeps, road tractors, ammunition, guns, 
hospital units, food and a never-ending list of supplies were sent with the troops 
in the ferrying operations to New Guinea and over its Owen Stanley Range. 

During the Battle of the Bismarck Sea, the Troop Carrier Command was as busy 
as the combat crews. All the bombs and gasoline for the medium bombers and 
fighters were flown from Port Moresby to an advanced base in order to allow these 
planes to have a longer range in the jight than otherwise would have been possible, 
Major Vandiver said.

Director of Training, Army Service Forces, Brig. Gen. W. L. Weible, G.S.C. Acting 
upon the report of a recent two day inspection at the School, General Weltie com- 
mented: “Such results should be a source of pride to those responsible and an in- 
spiration and incentive for continued effcrt and progress.” 

Maj. Gen. Myron C. Cramer, The Judge Advocate General, noted the report and 
commendation “with pleasure and satisfaction.” There are 21 officers of the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department on the staff and faculty, headed by Col. Edward i, 
Young, J.A.G.D., Commandant. 

The basic report reads in part: “Instructors are well qualified in their subjects 
and are closely supervised with regard to preparation prior to class and with regard 
to manner of presentation. The instructor-student relationship is excellent and it 
was the impression of the inspecting officer that each officer is genuinely interested 
in developing each student to the maximum of his capabilities.” 


Finance Department—<Although Maj. Gen. H. K. Loughry, Chief of Finance. de- 
fended the reorganization of Army fiscal services like a true soldier, members of the 
IIouse appropriations committee plainly expressed their dissatisfaction over his re 
duction to a subordinate of Maj. Gen. A. H. Carter, ASF Fiscal Director. 

In response to questioning, General Loughry revealed that he is now a member 
of the Office of the Fiscal Director and functions “under the immediate direction and 
control of the Fiscal Director.” 

Chairman Snyder of the military subcommittee asked if any of the duties assigned 
to the Chief of Finance by law have been placed in other hands. 

“Since I am now the subordinate of the Fiscal Director,” stated General Loughiry, 
“I should say that the only preper interpretation is that he, the Fiscal Director, is 
responsible for the supervision of the eg res e of the functions prescribed for 
the Chief of Finance by paragraph 9a of the National Defense Act.’ 

Mr. Snyder asked if the new situation placed General Loughry in the position 
of being required by law to perform official acts, though they are performed under the 
direction of other authority. The Congressman then said: “In view of your long Army 
service and your service first as budget officer of the General Staff, than whom we 
never have had a more capable one, and later your service as budget officer of the 
War Department, we should like a frank expression from you as to this change from 
a standpoint of efficiency.” 

“IT have no reason to suppose that the new organization will not function effi 
ciently,” replied General Loughry. 


Medical Department—Development of the new drug pencilin, the green mould cul 
ture which bids fair to compete with the sulfa drugs in the treatment of wound 
infections, was described recenUly at a hearing on the National War Agencies Appro- 
priation Bill for 1944. 

An official of the Office of Scientific Research and Development described its 
application in various cases of casualties returned from the Pacific area. One case 
that had resisted treatment by other known means for 14 months was healed «after 
27 days use of pencilin. This case had so impressed the Surgeon General that a project 
to utilize the preparation and study its effects has been set up at Halloran Hospital, 
Staten Island. 

The oflicial also stated that in the experimental treatment of gonorrhea pencilin 
had cleared up the infection in 2 days time, and a report has been made on 68 cases 
without a miss. 

On the scale at which it is produced to date, pencilin is undoubtedly expensive, 
but, he stated, if quantity production can be accomplished it will be possible to pro 
duce it at 2 very reasonable figure.

HE Coast Guard, which has expanded 

to ten times its peacetime strength 
during the war, will continue its multiple 
functions as an operating part of the 
Navy in addition to filling its normal 
peacetime roles. 

luring the coming year, it is not antici- 
pated that there will be any quantitative 
expansion of personnel in the Service 
anywhere nearly commensurate with that 
which has taken place during the past 
The Service now numbers, rough- 
lv. 2 hundred and fifty thousand men. 
Enlistments of seventeen-year-olds and 
of qualified men over the draft age will 
continue, as will also regular inductions 
through the Selective Service Act. But 
the rate of increase of personnel thereby 
added to the Service will be much lower 
than that which has obtained throughout 
the months of the past two years. Under 
existing appropriations, in fact, 
will be room for no more than seventeen 
or eighteen thousand recruits within the 
Service. 

It is also unlikely that many officers 
will henceforth be commissioned from 
civilian life. The Coast Guard has 
zdopted a policy of selecting officer candi- 
dates from the ranks of its most promis- 
ing enlisted men, who are sent to the 
Coast Guard Academy at New London 
tor three months of intensive training 
and then are commissioned line officers.

It is estimated 
that the projected increase in SPAR per- 
sonnel will release for sea-duty many 
men who have thus far been required in 
shore establishments. 

One of the newest sections of the Coast 
Guard, the Volunteer Port Security 
Force, is due for a great expansion. It 
embodies a plan of nationwide scope for 
the enlistment of volunteers in American 
port cities for the guarding of docks, 
piers, terminals and other harbor estab- 
lishments along the waterfronts of the 
United States. Under this plan, respon- 
sible civilians, most of whom will be in- 
eligible for regular combat service, will 
be formed into regiments, inducted into 
the Coast Guard’s Temporary Reserve, 
and assigned to Captain of the Port or- 
ranizations already in existence. The 
employment of this plan will automati- 
cally release for duty elsewhere many 
regular enlisted men of the Coast Guard. 
The plan is already in operation in five 
ports. In Philadelphia, original proving 
ground of the plan, there are 2500 mem- 
bers of the Volunteer Port Security 
Force; in Baltimore, 1500; in Tampa, 
600; in Jacksonville, 500; and in Duluth, 
250. <At this reporting, units are being 
put into active service at San Francisco 
and at Oakland, California, and others 
will be formed in ports where they are 
needed during the coming months. 

The Coast Guard Auxiliary, which has 
been supplementing regular Coast Guard 
vessels in the patrolling of harbors and 
inshore waters, is shifting its emphasis 
to preparing its members to assume the 
duties of the regular Coast Guardsmen 
if ever an emergency arises that will re- 
quire the services of its 28,500 members. 
It will be carrying on its intensive train- 
ing program for its volunteer members 
throughout the coming months. 

The Coast Guard's fire-fighting craft 
has already reached proportions that 
make it the largest force of fire-boats in 
the world. With 250 such vessels already 
in commission, at least half a dozen more 
will be added in the coming months. 

Five cutters of the large ice-breaking 
class are now under construction. Eight 
more of the Raritan tug-class are also 
being built. These ships will amplify 
the force already in service to carry out 
one of the oldest traditional functions 
of the Coast Guard. 

In general, the Coast Guard’s main per- 
sonnel and ship procurement problem 
will be one of replacements for any losses 
that may be incurred during the months 
ahead. It is not probable that there will 
be any such dramatic increase in strength 
as has already taken place, but neither 
will there be any slackening off.

Kei Islands: Langgur: Our medium units 
at night attacked the airdrome, starting nu- 
merous fires, some in aircraft dispersal areas, 
visible forty miles, A Bofors (gun) and three 
heavy anti-aircraft guns were silenced by 
direct hits. 

Northeastern Sector: New Britain: Cape 
Gloucester: Our medium bombers and attack 
planes at night strafed the runway and ad- 
jacent supply dumps.

Hanisch Harbobr: Our attack planes in a 
daylight raid bombed and strafed six barges 
in the harbor. 

Madang Area: Eight enemy planes strafed 
the village of Bena Bena. 

Buna Area: Six enemy aircraft under cov- 
er of darkness dropped bombs on Oro Bay 
and Soputa and strafed the harbor of Morobe 
with negligible results. 

Rabaul: Our heavy units attacked Vunaka- 
nau airdrome before dawn, dropping thirty- 
three tons of high explosive, fragmentation 
and incendiary bombs on the runway and 
dispersal areas.

Northwestern Sector: Darwin: Twenty- 
eight enemy bombers, escorted by twenty 
fighters, attacked the area. Our Allied fight- 
ers successfully intercepted the attacking 
force near Cape Gambier, destroying or dam- 
aging a total of twenty-two enemy planes. 
Nine, comprising six bombers and three 
fighters, were seen to crash. Three, compris- 
ing two bombers and one fighter, were falling 
in flames. Ten, comprising eight bombers 
and two fighters, were losing altitude and 
smoking after being shot from combat. Two 
of our planes are missing. Damage and casual- 
ties on the ground were minor. 

Dutch New Guinea: Keimana: One of our 
heavy units bombed the town, starting fires, 
and strafed enemy luggers at Fakfak. 

Arafura Sea: One of our medium recon- 
naissance units destroyed or damaged an en- 
emy float-plane fighter attempting intercep- 
tion. 

Northeastern Sector: New Britain: Rabaul 
Area: Our heavy bombers attacked Vunaka- 
nau, Rapopo and Keravet airdromes before 
dawn, dropping thirty-one tons of explosive 
and incendiary bombs on the dispersal areas. 
Many fires were started at each airfield and 
heavy destruction to parked aircraft was in- 
dicated. At Vunakanau the entire dispersal 
lane south of the runway was left in flames 
visible for miles away. Heavy anti-aircraft 
fire was encountered. Enemy night fighters 
were ineffective. 

All our planes returned. 

New Guinea: Bena Bena: Enemy bombers 
again lightly attacked the native village ad- 
jacent to the area, with negligible damage and 
no known casualties. 

Lae: Our attack planes with fighter escort 
bombed heavily and strafed the airdrome, 
destroying enemy fighters caught on the 
ground and starting fires near the runway. 

Salamaua: At dawn our attack planes 
bombed the enemy-occupied village of Kela 
from a low altitude. 

Wau: Nine enemy planes raided the village 
with no damage or casualties. Our anti-air- 
craft defenses damaged one enemy plane. 


22 June 

Northwestern Sector: Timor: Kupang: Our 
medium bombers attacked the town and Pen- 
fui airdrome for two and a half hours during 
the night. Numerous fires started were visible 
fifty miles. At the airdrome direct hits were 
scored on barracks and an anti-aircraft bat- 
tery. Large explosions were followed by fires 
observed in the hangar area. Aircraft taking 
part in later stages of the attack reported the 
target area completely lighted with fires from 
the earlier bombing. Heavy anti-aircraft fire 
was encountered and one enemy night fighter 
was observed. All our planes returned. 

Northeastern Sector: New Britain: Cape 
Gloucester: Our medium units on night 
patrol effectively bombed and strafed four 
loaded enemy barges off Lagunen Point, sink- 
ing one and damaging others. The Finsch- 
hafen (New Guinea) area was also bombed 
and fires started. 

New Guinea: Morobe: A number of enemy 
aircraft ineffectively strafed the harbor area 
before dawn. 

Lae Area: Our interceptors at midday at- 
tacked and decisively defeated an enemy for- 
mation of thirty-six Zeros, destroying or 
damaging twenty-three enemy planes. Of 
these fourteen actually were seen to crash or 
blow up. The remaining nine were in flames, 
losing altitude. Their complete destruction 
was most probable. Our damage was slight. 
Later our attack planes swept the area, bomb- 
ing and strafing Malahang and Lae air- 
dromes, starting fires. 

Salamaua: Our medium units bombed and 
luter strafed the airdrome and isthmus from 
fifty feet. One of our heavy reconnaissance 
units bombed and strafed Buki village. An 
enemy fighter attempting interception was 
driven off. 

Mubo: In _ sporadic hit-and-run raids, 
enemy aircraft comprising fourteen dive 
bembers and nire fighters bombed and 
strafed our forward positions at Guadalca- 
nal and Matmat in the Saddle area. Our at- 
tack planes retaliated with bombing and 
strafing sweeps in the Kitchen and Stony 
Creek areas. 

On the ground sharp patrol clashes oc- 
curred with considerable enemy casualties. 
Our own losses from all causes were very 
light.

16 June 

On 14 June, a naval party was landed on 
Lampione Island from one of our destroyers. 
The island was found to be uninhabited. 

On the night of 14-15 June, Wellington 
bombers of the Northwest Africa Air Forces 
attacked important airfields in Sicily. 

These attacks were continued yesterday 
when large forces of Flying Fortresses escort- 
ed by Lightnings attacked the airfields at 
Bocca di Falco and Castelvetrano. Bombs 
were seen to burst in dispersal areas, on run- 





ways and on barracks, resulting in many 
fires. 

Mitchells and Marauders escorted by Light- 
nings and Warhawks made strong attacks on 
Sciacca and Borizzo Airfields. Targets at 
Marsala were attacked by Lightnings. 

During these operations, eleven enemy air- 
craft were destroyed in combat and on the 
night of 14-15 June five enemy aircraft were 
shot down. 

From these operations seven of our air- 
craft are missing. 

17 June 

Yesterday air activity was confined to pa- 
trolling and reconnaissance. None of our air- 
craft is missing from these operations. Fur- 
ther reports show that an additional five 
enemy aircraft were shot down on 15 June. 

18 June 

On the night of 16 June Wellington bomb- 
ers of the Strategic Air Force attacked the 
docks at Naples. Yesterday routine patrol- 
ling continued. 

Two enemy aircraft were destroyed last 
night. 

None of our aircraft is missing from these 
operations. 

19 June 

Yesterday Flying Fortresses in strength 
attacked Messina in Sicily. Many hits were 
observed on the ferry terminals, on the power 
station and in the railway yards. Milo airfield 
in Sicily was attacked by P-38 Lightning 
fighter-bombers. 

In Sardinia docks and shipping at Olbia 
were bombed by a strong force of B-26 Marau- 
ders, three ships being set on fire. 

At Golfo Aranci damage was done to the 
docks and railway yards by B-25 Mitchell 
bombers. Both of these raids were escorted 
by P-38 Lightning fighter-bombers. 

Communications in Southern Sardinia were 
attacked by bomb-carrying Warhawks. 

Thirty-nine enemy fighters were destroyed 
in combat during the day. Eight of our air- 
craft are missing from al! these operations. 

20 June 

During the night of 18-19 June Wellington 
bombers of the Strategic Air Force attacked 
Syracuse in Sicily. Bombs were seen to burst 
on the docks and port installations. 

The same night an enemy merchant vessel 
was damaged by a torpedo attack by an air- 
craft of the Coastal Air Force. 

Activity yesterday was confined to patrol- 
ling, during which one Junkers-88 was de- 
stroyed. 

None of our aircraft is missing. 

21 June 

On the night of 19-20 June Wellington 
bombers attacked Messina. Bombs were seen 
bursting on the ferry terminus and on in- 
dustrial and dock installations. 

Yesterday airfields in Sicily were attacked 
by B-26 Marauders escorted by P-38 Light- 
nings. At Castelvetrano hits were observed 
on the barracks and administrative build- 
ings, as well as on the dispersal areas. At 
Borizzo and Milo the dispersal areas were 
bombed. 

During these operations sixteen enemy air- 
craft were shot down. Five of ours are miss- 
ing. 

One of our aircraft reported missing from 
operations on 18 June, landed on a friend- 
ly airfield and the crew is safe. 

22 June 

Objectives at Naples were attacked by Wel- 
lington bombers of the Northwest African 
Air Forces on the night of 20-21 June and 
again yesterday by forces of Flying Fort- 
resses. Considerable damage was done in the 
railway yards and to industrial facilities, and 
bumbs were seen to burst on the arsenal. 
The air depot and several industrial build- 
ings at Cancello, near Naples, were severely 
damaged. 

B-25 Mitchells escorted by P-38 Lightnings 
ettacked Salerno and Battipaglia, both south 
of Naples. Factories and marshaling yards 
were hit. 

During these operations three enemy air- 
craft were destroyed. Two of our aircraft are 
mnissing. 

It is now established that five enemy air- 
craft were shot on 18 June, while attack- 
ing the damaged Flying Fortress (Thunder- 
bird) which yesterday was reported as safe- 
ly returned. 

EIGHTH USAF H@Q., LONDON 
22 June 

A joint communique: 

Strong formations of Eighth United States 
Air Force heavy bombers successfully at- 
tacked targets in the Ruhr and Belgium to- 
day. 

One large formation of Flying Fortresses 
without escort penetrated strong enemy anti- 
aircraft and fighter defenses for an attack on 
the synthetic rubber factory at Huls, near 
Recklinghausen, that supplies a very consid- 
erable portion of the enemy’s buna rubber. 

Another formation attacked the General 
Motors plant near Antwerp, experiencing 
heavy fighter opposition. 

Bombing results were good and fires were 
started at both targets. The bombers de- 
stroyed a considerable number of the enemy. 

Many squadrons of the USAAF, RAF, Do- 
minion and Allied fighters carried out escort- 
ing and supporting operations, and RAF 
Mitchell bombers with fighter escort bombed 





the docks and shipyards at Rotterdam, Our 
fighters destroyed seven of the enemy. 

From these operations, twenty bombers and 
four fighters are missing. 

NINTH USAF, HQ., CAIRO 
18 June 

Liberator bombers of the United States 
Bomber Command attacked airdromes at Co- 
miso and Biscari, Sicily, during daylight 
Thursday. 

The bombers attacked in force, dropping a 
quarter of a million pounds of bombs on the 
two airdromes, scoring hits on runways, han- 
gars and dispersal areas. 

RAF Spitfires escorted the bombers. 

All aircraft returned safely. 

20 June 

Nearly 250,000 pounds of high explosive 
and incendiary bombs were dropped on the 
twin targets of Reggio Calabria and San 
Giovanni by Liberator heavy bombers of the 
Ninth United States Army Air Force during 
mass raids in daylight Saturday. 

At Reggio Calabria hits were concentrated 
on the southeast harbor area and considerable 
smoke was observed rising from the area. 
Other hits were observed near the railway 
station and sidings. 

At San Giovanni hits were observed in the 
ferry terminal area and in railroad sidings. 
Others were seen near a ship in the Straits 
of Messina, Persistent fighter opposition was 
encountered. One enemy aircraft was de- 
stroyed, with four others listed as probably 
destroyed. 

All our aircraft returned. 

22 June 

Large formations of Liberator heavy 
bombers of the Ninth United States Air 
Force attacked Keggio Calabria and San Gio- 
vanni during daylight Monday, dropping 
pearly 275,000 pounds of high explosives and 
incendiaries. 

At Reggio Calabria numerous bursts were 
observed in the railway yards and at points 
in the waterfront area. Heavy damage was 
done to the mole. 

At San Giovanni direct hits were observed 
on the Messina ferry. One ferry in the slip 
received a hit and turned over. In addition, 
numerous hits were scored on railway yards, 
and the mole west of the terminal is believed 
to have been demolished. Heavy columns of 
smoke were seen rising from the bombed 
area by the attacking aircraft. 

Our formations met unusually heavy fight- 
er opposition and underwent aerial bombard- 
ment, Twenty enemy aircraft were destroyed 
and eight others were listed as probably de- 
stroyed. 

All our aircraft returned safely. 

TENTH USAF, HQ., NEW DELHI 
17 June 

Medium bomber formations of the Tenth 
United States Air Force, 16 June, concen- 
trated their attacks on enemy river shipping 
along the Irrawaddy in the vicinity of Man- 
dalay, Burma. 

Five large boats were reported destroyed 
or damaged. In addition, six medium-sized 
river craft were claimed destroyed. 

Targets of other B-25 bombers were rail- 
road sidings at Paukkan and enemy barracks 
at Thazi. Rolling stock and tracks were re- 
ported damaged at Paukkan, At Thazi, direct 
hits were observed on warehouses and sheds. 

On 15 June, a B-24 heavy bomber flew to 
Thanbyuzayat, south of Moulmein, where the 
Jepanese are extending railroad construction 
te the east in an attempt to establish rail 
communications from the Gulf of Thailand. 
Mere than four tons of bombs were dropped 
in the target area. Five explosions and fires 
were reported. 

Another heavy-bomber operation the same 
day was directed against enemy radio in- 
stallations on Diamond Island. Damage was 
reported. 

From these operations all aircraft and 
crews returned safely. 

18 June 

Heavy bombers of the Tenth United States 
Air Force on 17 June dropped ten tons of 
bombs on enemy barracks and installations 
at Lashio, Burma. All bombs are reported 
to have fallen in the target area. The damage 
caused was not detailed but it was reported 
as considerable. 

On 16 June heavy bombers attacked the 
railroad yards at Mandalay. Hits on build- 
ings, followed by fires, were observed. 

All aircraft and crews returned safely from 
both these operations. 

19 June 

Heavy and medium bombers of the Tenth 
United States Air Force smashed enemy in- 
stallations in Burma yesterday. 

B-24 Liberators delivered six tons of bombs 
on railroad yards at Yamethin, thirty-five 
miles southwest of Meiktila. Great damage 
was reported among rolling stock and tracks. 
A large round building or tank exploded with 
a blinding flash when it received a direct hit. 

Formations of B-25s attacked oil facilities 
at Yenangyaung. Big fires followed direct 
hits on a tank farm. Two large boats in slip- 
ways were reported damaged. Buildings north 
of the oilfield workshops also were hit and 
damaged. 

Another large formation of medium bomb- 
ers attacked railroad installations at My- 
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FOURTEENTH USAF, HQ. CHUNGKING 
17 June 

On 14 June, P-40 pilots of the United States 
Army Forces in China intercepted a large 
formation of Japanese bombers and fighters 
southwest of Nanchang. Although greatly 
outnumbered, our pilots destroyed six enemy 
planes and probably destroyed three. 

B-25’s escorted by P-40’s attacked the 
enemy warehouse area at Oushihkow, near 
Shihshow, on 15 June, scoring direct hits and 
causing many fires and extensive damage. 

All the Fourteenth Air Force planes en- 
gaged in these missions returned safely to 
base. 


Naval Air Facilities Construction 


ONSTRUCTION of the Navy’s cur- 

rently authorized shore-based air 
facilities—a program amounting to more 
than $1,300,00,000—will be 90 per cent 
completed by 1 July. 

At present this construction program 
is in a stage where small contracts in 
terms of tens of thousands of dollars 
are being let for expansion of Naval air 
centers and stations or their adaptation 
to changing requirements, whereas when 
the program was in full swing contracts 
were let for tens of millions of dollars 
worth of new work. 

This is the construction job, handled 
by the Navy’s Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, which has made it possible to 
train the pilots, bombardiers, navigators, 
radiomen and other personnel to man 
and maintain the 27,500 planes which 
Congress has authorized for the Navy’s 
air arm. 











U.S. COAST GUARD 








HE sinking of the Coast Guard Cut- 

ter Escanaba in the North Atlantic 
following an explosion of undetermined 
cause was recently announced by the 
Navy Department. 


The Escanaba, under the command of 
Lt. Comdr. Carl Uno Peterson, sank al- 
most immediately after a terrific explo- 
sion occurred amidships, the entire com- 
plement aboard the vessel being lost with 
the exception of two men. Observers 
aboard the Coast Guard Cutter Storis 
nearby said that the Escanaba sank leav- 
ing only a few bits of wreckage, so quick- 
ly that she had no time to send out sig- 
nals. 

Electric Megaphones 


The Coast Guard now requires the use 
of portable electric megaphones on mer- 
chant ships to enable messages to be 
transmitted beyond the range of the ordi- 
nary voice. 





This device, the Coast Guard states, 
is a self-contained unit which operates 
independently of the ship’s current and 
consists of a portable megaphone contain- 
ing a microphone. An amplifier and bat- 
tery in a portable case suspended from 
the user’s shoulder completes the outfit. 

Lt. Comdr. Edmonds Dies 

Lt. Comdr. Samuel Preston Edmonds, 
USCG-Ret., died 20 June at his home in 
Biloxi, Miss., at the age of 76. 

His life saving inventions, including 
the Edmonds collar life jacket, were first 
adopted for use by the Navy in the last 
war. 

Delegate Power to Requisition 

The Commandant of the USCG has 
been delegated with authority by Rear 
Adm. FE. 8S. Land, War Shipping Admin- 
istrator, to charter or requisition the use 
of tugs, fireboats, salvage vessels and 
similar small craft for use in a port dur- 
ing time of emergency.

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Radar Praised As RCA Is 
Honored 

Radar—detecting and 
ranging by radio—has changed the 
whole course of history, Rear Adm. Har- 
old G. Bowen said 17 June at the pres- 
entation of the Army-Navy “E” Flag to 
RCA Laboratories. The Battle of Eng- 
land was won, he said, because the Brit- 
ish had Radar to prevent the Germans 
from surprising the British planes on the 
ground, and he added, “you can be as- 
sured that radar has played a highly 
significant roie in our successful opera- 
tions to date.” 

Admiral Bowen spoke on the “E” pres- 
entation program with Gov. Charles Edi- 
son of New Jersey; Lt. Gen. James G. 
Harbord, USA-Ret., Chairman of the 
Board of Radio Corporation of America; 
Maj. Gen. Roger B. Colton, USA, and 
Otto S. Schairer, Vice President @f% Ra- 
dio Corporation of America, in charge of 
RCA Laboratories. The program was 
broadcast by NBC. 

Paying high tribute to 
tists and research workers, 
Bowen said: 

“Ever since the invention of radar, the Navy 
and the great electronic laboratories have 
been in constant and fruitful contact. Our 
associations with RCA in this respect have 
been of long duration and most satisfactory. 
Of the first two radar sets that were sent 
to sea in 1938, one was manufactured by RCA 
and the other by the Naval Research Labora- 
tory. The great progress of radar in the 
Navy and its gradual acceptance as a new 
fundamental contribution to war, dates from 
that time. The first sets purchased by the 
Navy from a commercial concern were six 
in number and were supplied by RCA.” 

General Harbord, in opening the cere- 
monies, pointed out that the “E” award 
was being “given, not for the production 
of instruments of war, but for the pro- 
duction of ideas that make such instru- 
ments possible.” General Harbord con- 
tinued: 

“This is a war in which, in the long run, 
ideas forged on the anvil of science and re- 
search are more penetrating than bullets, 
more powerful than high explosives. Both as

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Gen. Reybold Stresses Supply 
Lines 


ITH Lieutenant General Brehon 
WY semervelt pledging the Army Ser- 
vice Forces to “devote more attention to 
internal management, to techniques to 
secure our end results with the least 
waste of effort,” the Office of the Chief 
of Engineers has been reorganized into 
an executive group and five staff and op- 
erating divisions. 

The new organization reflects the 
latest emphasis on military operations 
overseas. Troops, Supply, and Engineer- 
ing are three of the staff and operating 
divisions given responsibility in the re- 
organization for the training methods and 
equipment used by Engineer troops. 

Provide Facilities 

Maj.-Gen. Eugene Reybold, Chief of 
Engineers, explaining the “change of 
emphasis” said: “The scene is shifting 
from the areas of preparation here at 
home to the actual theaters of war, where 
there lies ahead a tremendous task. We 
must provide and maintain the facilities 
for supply lines. The strategy and tac- 
tics of modern warfare necessitate the 
movement of large numbers of troops 
and of great quantities of stores and 
equipment over vast and rugged dis- 
tances. These movements have to be 
carried out with utmost speed. We view 
our part of this task with respect for its 
magnitude. We are grimly determined 
that the job of the Engineers will be 
well done.” 

The Troops Division is the war plan- 
ning agency for the Office of the Chief 
of Engineers. As such it is the liaison 
office with the War Department General 
Staff, the Army Service Forces, the 
Army Ground Forces, the Army Air 
Forces, Task Force Commanders and 
other Government and allied agencies on 
all matters which affect military train- 
ing or technique of Engineer troops, or 
which require participation by the Chief 
of Engineers in the planning phase of 
troop operations, including military map- 
ping and military intelligence. 

The Engineering Division’s functions 
include the development of technical 
equipment and material for Engineer 
troops, in which it directs the activities 
of the Engineer Board. In addition it is 
responsible for type designs and specifica- 
tions for all military structures, for sea- 
coast and permanent fortifications, for 





structural and gas and blackout protec- 
tion, for land mines, booby traps, and 
obstacles, and for the development of 
camouflage doctrine, technique, and ma- 
terials. 

Construction and Supply 


The Construction Division continues as 
the agency of the Chief of Engineers in 
executing the Army Construction Pro- 
gram. As such,.it has the responsibility 
for materials and equipment needed for 
army construction projects; for military 
construction, including munitions plants, 
troop cantonments, airfields, seacoast de- 
fenses, and camouflage protection for 
vital war-production plants; and for re- 
pairs and utilities on Army installations. 
Decentralized for execution to the Divi- 
sion Engineers, the construction program 
is not confined to the territorial limits 
of the United States. One Division, the 
Northwest, and several districts, are 
concerned entirely with construction out- 
side of the 48 states. With new construc- 
tion in the interior zone tapering off, 
operation and maintenance of existing in- 
stallations has been given increased 
recognition. 

The Supply Division is charged with 
the procurement, storage, and distribu- 
tion of Engineer materiel not only for 
the armed services but also for lend-lease. 
In carrying out its procurement function 
through the decentralized regional offices 
of the Corps of Engineers, the Supply 
Division also assembles requirements 
for and makes allocations of basic ma- 
terials under the Controlled Materials 
Plan.

MAKERS OF ‘VICTORY’ HUTS AND “VICTORY” HOMES

That another reorganization of the 
Home Front is in the making is apparent 
from the renewed criticism which has 
been voiced this week. A subcommittee of 
the Senate Military Committee reported 
on 13 May that “war mobilization is in 
crisis” and that “the nations must under- 
take the integration of basic mobilization 
policies in the fields of man power, pro- 
duction and stabilization.” This week, 
the same Committee, comprising five Dem- 
ocrats, reported to the Senate that in the 
past month our home Front “has sagged 
even more dangerously, that there has 
been a further deterioration of the domes- 
tic war effort, and a lowering of morale, 
which flows directly from failure to man- 
age decisively the domestic economy.” 
Further the Committee stated that “we 
are plagued by recurring strikes and by 
administrative failure to attack the root 
cause of unrest,” and declares we still are 
not producing to the limit of our capacity. 
It attacked the methods of dealing with 
manpower, said that no clear policies 
have been developed to integrate the va- 
rious agencies dealing with economic 
stabilization, and concluded that the pro- 
posal for subsidies illuminates the lack 
of policy. While the House has disap- 
proved subsidies, it seems that the Senate 
will authorize them since the Senate 
Banking Committee has unanimously ap- 
proved an amendment appropriating sub- 
sidy payments rp to $500,000,000 to offset 
increases in retail food prices. The Ad- 
ministration had asked $1 billion, and the 
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OFFICERS 
Monthly payments. 
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President has said that the amount to be 
expended this year might reach $2 billion. 
The Committee says it is heartened by 
the prospects that the new Office of War 
Mobilization will operate effectively. Re- 
garding food, the President is being 
strongly urged to establish a Food Ad- 
ministrator with absolute power and in 
control of the numerous agencies now 
dealing with this necessity. Recently he 
appointed Chester Davis as Food Admin- 
istrator, but that official was not given 
authority to do the job, and it is reported 
he will resign. The House of Representa- 
tives sharply cut the appropriations for 
the Office of Price Administration and the 
Office of War Intelligence as a result of 
public dissatisfaction with their opera- 
tions, and whether the Senate gives them 
the funds for which they have asked or 
not, their disintegration is likely to con- 
tinue. As to taxation, the President first 
insisted upon a bill which would raise.an 
additional $16 billions in revenue. Subse- 
quently, the amount deemed to be neces- 
sary was put at $12 billions. The only 
way this large sum can be raised is 
through a general sales tax, and to that 
the President is opposed. The bill will be 
drafted this summer and will be enacted 
and go into effect on January 1 next. 
The Labor situation has not been im- 
proved by the unsatisfactory and tem- 
porary settlement of the demands of the 
United Mine Workers. John LL. Lewis 
ordered the miners back to the pits until 
81 October on condition that the govern- 
ment continue to operate the bituminous 
coal industry. The order was issued after 
a conference between Fuel Administrator 
Ickes and Mr. Lewis, and after the War 
Tabor Board, which the Mine Chief con- 
sistently has ignored, dropped the prob- 
lem upon the President’s desk. The mine 
onerators promptly pointed out that if the 
President approved this kind of settle- 
ment. the main issue would be left un- 
solved and the present strike is merely 
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postponed. AS many miners refuse to 
obey Mr. Lewis’ order, the President an- 
nounced that he would ask Congress to 
legalize the induction of men up to 65 
years of age, if necessary. In other words, 
the miners must work or fight. 

In connection with all these problems, 
the President is relying upon ex-Justice 
Byrnes, assisted by Mr. Bernard Baruch, 
and the members of the Office of War 
Mobilization to work out solutions which 
will be satisfactory to the Nation and pro- 
mote the domestic war effort. 


End VD Pay Forfeiture 


In response to the request of the War 
and Navy Departments, S. 1250 and H.R. 
3021 were this week introduced in Con- 
gress to bring about the repeal of the pro- 
vision in law that calls for the forfeiture 
of pay of persons in the military and na- 
val services, “absent from duty on ac- 
count of the direct effects of venereal dis- 
ease due to misconduct.” 

The department reminded that since 
1909 the Surgeon General has carried out 
measures for the elimination, control, and 
prevention of these diseases among mili- 
tary personnel. The measures have been 
educational, through lectures, films and 
instruction ; medical, by means of periodic 
physical inspection to detect the disease, 
and to arrange hospitalization and treat- 
ment; and preventive, by means of quar- 
antine and forfeiture of pay. As a result 
the ratio of admissions to hospitals per 
thousand has decreased from a 143.6 per 
1000 in 1911 to 37.8 per 1000 in 1942. But 
in spite of this record, “Reconsideration 
of the problems concerning venereal dis- 
eases among military personnel caused 
the War Department to doubt the advisa- 
bility or efficacy of the present forfeiture 
provisions.” 

The department said that forfeiture of 
pay has not been a deterrent to exposure 
to infection but has, rather, encouraged 
cencealment of infection and has led to 
inadequate and ineffective self-treatment 
or treatment by non-military personnel. 

The War Department also stated that 
there is a widespread, but erroneous, be- 
lief that easily-procured sulfa drugs are 
a cure-all for venereal disease, and claims 
increasing numbers of personnel are re- 
sorting ineffectively to self-treatment, the 
improper use of sulfa drugs leading to 
serious consequences. 





Merchant Marine 


The War Shipping Administration this 
week announced that 6,500 experienced 
merchant seamen of all categories have 
been drawn back to sea from non-mari- 
time occupations during the past year. 

A great deal of publicity designed to 
get former seamen to return to the mer- 
chant marine has been carried on by the 
maritime unions, the government, radio 
and the press. 

Speaking before a conference of union 
officials and ship operators which met in 

yashington this week, Mr. Marshall BE. 
Dimock, assistant deputy WSA admin- 
istrator in charge of recuitment and 
manning, declared that had these men 
not been recruited for service in the 
merchant marine, many ships would not 
have been manned. 

He pointed out that the recruitment of 
former seamen and the training of new 
ratings must continue if all the nation’s 
ships are to be kept in operation. 

Delegates at the conference discussed 
new recruiting methods, the simplifica- 
tion of manning procedures and the neces- 
sity for upgrading schools to trained 
skilled personnel. 

Under the contemplated plan, the War 
Shipping Administration is setting up up- 
grading schools, supplemented by short 
courses, in the regional ports of New 
York, New Orleans and San Francisco. 
In these schools third mates and third 
assistant engineers can take a course of 
less than 30 days and come out second 
mates and second assistant engineers. 
Ordinary seamen are trained for able- 
bedied seamen’s duties in less than 15 
days. 

Off to a late start because of the late 
spring, movement of iron ore on the 
Great Lakes is lagging behind every day, 
the Office of Defense Transportation has 
aunounced. Renewed efforts are being 
made by the government to place every 
available ship in service to move the ton- 
nage of ore which the War Production 
Board has stated must be carried to the 
mills in 1948. 

The first of 26 concrete barges to be 
built by Barrett nd Hilp, general con- 
tractors of San Francisco. was launched 
16 June from a graving dock at the new 
Belair shipyard. 

The barge is 365 feet long, has a draft 
of 26 to 28 feet, will carry 5,000 dead- 
weight tons. 
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Shipbuilding Program 
BY JOHN M. CARMODY 
Commissioner, U. S. Maritime Commission 


HB United States Maritime Commis- 

sion enters its eighth fiscal year with 
a production record unequalled in mari- 
time history. With a shipbuilding ca- 
pacity of 20,000,000 tons a year already 
attained, and the peak of production ex- 
pected to be reached by the end of this 
year, the Commission looks for the con- 
struction of about 2,000 oceangoing ships 
in 1944. Added to about an equal amount 
of tonnage produced in 1943, this will 
give the United States the world’s largest 
merchant marine. 

It is expected that the five-a-day rate 
of shipbuilding achieved in May will be 
stepped up to six a day, levelling off be- 
fore the end of the year and maintaining 
a five and six-a-day rate through 1944. 

Early next year the new Victory Ship 
will be introduced into service, gradually 
to replace the Liberty Ship. Increased 
production will call for a steady supply 
of labor, and next year will undoubtedly 
see more and more women employed in 
the shipbuilding industry as men are 
called into the armed services. 

More than eight million deadweight 
tons of dry cargo ships and tankers were 
built last year by shipyards on the East 
and West Coasts, the Gulf, and Great 
Lakes. Compared to the 746 ships built 
in the entire year of 1942 comprising that 
tonnage, the Commission delivered 711 
new ships into service in the first five 
months of this year. American ship- 
yards are expected to build nearly 19,- 
000,000 deadweight tons in 1943. 

The original program of the Maritime 
Commission for building 50 ships a year 
over a ten-year period, beginning in 1937, 
was doubled in 1939, again in 1940, and 
once again in 1941. Further expansion 
of the shipbuilding program was directed 
by the President in 1941. Other direc- 
tives called for eight million deadweight 
tons in 1942, and raised the sixteen mil- 
lion tons called for this year to approxi- 
mately nineteen million tons. 

Upon inaugurating its accelerated 
building program in 1941, the Commis- 
sion adopted the Liberty Ship as a stand- 
ardized type for a mass production as- 
sembly project. New yards under the 
program required new managerial talent. 
The shipbuilding brains of the Nation 
were called into service along with many 
others from other fields. New Liberty 
shipyards which have come into full 
production this year rose from barren 
waterfronts, often swamps, to throbbing 
centers of activity. More than 90 per- 
cent of the shipyard workers had to be 
trained. To speed the program, ship- 
builders adopted the extensive use of pre- 
fabrication, assembly line methods, in- 
creased use of welding, and standardiza- 
tion of design. 

In 1936, when the Maritime Commis- 
sion was established, there were but 10 
shipyards with 46 ways in this Country 
capable of building large ocean-going 
vessels, most of which were occupied 
with naval construction. Today there 
are more than 30 shipyards with more 
than 250 ways producing ocean-going 
merchant vessels. About 40 other yards 
are producing other types of auxiliary 
craft, some for merchant service, others 
for the armed forces, and some for Lend- 
Lease. 

Under the “spread-the-work” policy 
adopted by the Commission to avoid con- 
gestion caused by heavy concentration of 
shipbuilding in large yards, such as Hog 
Island in the last war, nearly a million 
men and women are employed in fac- 
tories over the Country producing equip- 
ment and accessories for ships. Nearly 
a million and a half additional men and 
women are building both merchant and 
naval craft and keeping United Nations 
Vessels in repair. 

The procurement of steel, engines, gear 
and auxiliary equipment essential to its 
gigantic program is handled through a 
central purchasing plan which was set 
up by the Commission. This plan pro- 
vides an orderly flow of materials to the 
right places at the right time, and avoids 
highly competitive buying and undue 


congestion in one area while another is 
short of work. 
While so far the emphasis has been 





on the Liberty Ship program, the Com- 
mission has continued to build its stand- 
ard, long-range C-types and tankers as 
rapidly as turbines and gears become 
available. During the first five months 
of 1943, more C-type ships, and almost 
as many tankers, were delivered as in all 
of 1942. More Liberty Ships will be 
produced in the first half of 1943 than 
in all of last year. The first of the sea- 
going barges which are a part of the 
shipbuilding program were delivered 
early this year. Others will follow as 
the program continues. In addition, some 
aircraft carriers, transports, and special 
types are being built. 

At the same time, the Commission is 
developing a new emergency cargo ves- 
sel to replace the Liberty Ship as rapid- 
ly as practicable. Of slightly greater 
beam and somewhat longer, the Victory 
Ship will have propulsive equipment of 
more than twice the horsepower of the 
Liberty Ship. Designed to permit the 
use of turbines and gears or Diesel pro- 
pulsive equipment, the Victory Ship will 
have a speed of 15 to 17 knots compared 
with 11 for the Liberty. In a sense an 
emergency ship built for a wartime job, 
the Victory will form a nucleus for the 
American post-war merchant fleet. 

Contracts have been let for more than 
300 of these Victory Ships for comple- 
tion in 1944. The first of these will be 
coming off the ways early next year. 





Industrial Facilities 


The value of war industrial facilities 
financed with public and private funds 
reached $19,339,000,000 by the end of 
March, the War Production Board re- 
ported this week. This includes all proj- 
ects for which contracts have been let 
since June, 1940. 

Of the total, $15,140,000,000 worth was 
financed by Government funds, while the 
balance of $4,199,000,000 was privately 
financed.

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Amphibious Training 

A unified invasion force, composed of 
picked Army and Navy officers and men, 
is being welded in preparation for as- 
saults on enemy territory, the Navy De- 
partment announced this week. 

At bases along both coasts, these in- 
yasion forces are being trained, on the 
Pacific Coast, under Rear Adm. Francis 
W. Rockwell, USN, Commander Am- 
phibious Force, Pacific Fleet, who per- 
sonally directed the landing operations 
on Attu; and on the Atlantic Coast, under 


Rear Adm. Alan G. Kirk, USN, Com- 
mander Amphibious Force, Atlantic 
Fleet. 


Training for amphibious warfare falls 
into four parts: first, the indoctrination 
ef commanding officers in the strategy, 
tactics and techniques of joint opera- 
tions: second, training of the many spe- 
cialists needed to carry out smoothly a 
landing operation; third, basic training 
in the use of the highly-specialized am- 
phibious equipment; and, fourth, ad- 
vanced training—joint exercises of all the 
units in the Force in landing operations 
under simulated battle conditions. 

Naval officers are sent to one of the 
bases of the Amphibious Force, Atlantic 
Fleet, 
training. They study seamanship, piloting 
and navigation; they drill in gunnery, 
ship and plane identification, and the 
highly intricate communications methods 
necessary to carry out a landing with dis- 
patch; and, day and night, they go out 
to sea in their landing craft and then 
come back in to beach again and again, 
until they can bring the ships through all 
kinds of wind and weather to a safe land- 
ing on the shore. 

Finally, a group selected after rigid 
physical examination joins similarly 
picked Army units, and together they 
train jointly for service in scouting and 
raider detachments, which are assigned 
the duties of landing by stealth on the 


enemy shore ahead of the actual landing | 


in force to reconnoiter and eliminate ob- 
stacles that might impede the progress 
of the assault troops. 

At the same time, the Army selects 
units which have already had thorough 
training in the infantry or the armored 
forces, and assigns them to the Amphibi- 
ous Force. The enlisted men are given a 
tough conditioning course to prepare them 
for the hard task that lies ahead, and 
then receive basic amphibious training. 

Meanwhile, Army officers go to another 
base, where, with Navy officers, they learn 
the art of amphibious operations. They 
study strategy and tactics, and the prop- 
er methods of liaison between the many 
organizations involved. Great stress is 
laid upon communications. 

In another school, Army transport 
quartermasters study the all-important 
subject of the loading of the cargo ves- 
sels and transports to be used in future 
operations. 

When all units have completed their 
basic training, they are assembled for 
advanced training. The crews of the small 
boats are assigned to the transports 
aboard which they will serve; the flo- 
tillas of larger landing craft are formed: 
the Army troops go aboard the trans- 
ports. Then dress rehearsals of actual 
landing operations are run through. The 
ships are loaded for combat operations 
with the needed supplies and equipment. 
The convoy then sails for a selected prac- 
tice landing beach, and actual landings 
are made under simulated battle condi- 
tions, with the beach “defended” by op- 
posing troops and with aircraft and 
Naval combat vessels taking part. 





General Arnold Testifies 


In order that the maximum of trained 
technicians can be freed for duty with 
combat air units, the Army Air Forces 
during the next fiscal year will utilize 
500,000 civilians, men and women, in ser- 
vicing its planes, General H. H. Arnold, 


commanding general. AAF, told the 
House Civil Service Committee this 
week, 


_In response to questions about the Air 
Forces’ activities, General Arnold re- 


vealed that each day 66,000 United States 
pilots take the air at stations all over the 
world. He said that 1,600 planes of all 
types leave airports in the United States 


where they begin their specialized | 














| 








daily. The production goal for the next 
12 months is 115,000 planes, he declared. 

Members of the committee complimented 
General Arnold on the record, but he 
passed the credit along to his men saying, 
“These youngsters don’t know the mean- 
ing of the word ‘can’t.’ They were told you 
ean’t fly the north Atlantic in fighters. 
You can’t fly the Pacific. Well they are 
flying the North Atlantic and flying the 
Pacific in fighter planes. They are reach- 
ing their objectives and they are getting 
back—the wonderful American youth 
that doesn’t know the world can’t.” 

General Arnold discussed civilian per- 
sonnel policies generally with the commit- 
tee, which is conducting a survey into 
War Department civilian employment 
practices, 





Christmas Mail 

The War Department has designated 15 
Sept. to 15 Oct. as the period for sending 
Christmas packages to Army personnel 
serving overseas. During this period the 
overseas mail restrictions will be relaxed 
so that it will not be necessary for the 
sender to present either a request or a 
envelope bearing an APO cancellation at 
the time of mailing. 

Fhe Navy Department has set aside the 
six-week period from 15 Sept. through 31 
Oct. for overseas mailing of Christmas 
packages to members of the Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard. The term “over- 
seas” when applied to Naval personnel 
means those receiving mail through a 
Fleet Post Office in either San Francisco, 
New York or Seattle. 

The following postal regulations apply 
to packages mailed to all of the services: 

Senders are requested to mark their pack-

ages “Christmas parcel” and to pay special | 


attention to the addressing and packaging 
requirements. Hundreds of packages are 
lest daily because senders do not wrap them 
strongly enough to withstand the handling 


through numerous postal centers and the 
heat of a ship's hold. 
Christmas parcels shall not exceed five 


pounds in weight, or 15 inches in length or 
36 inches in length and girth combined. Not 
more than one parcel will be accepted in any 
one week from the same sender for the same 
addressee. All articles shoald be packed in 
metal, wooden or solid fiberboard, or strong 
doublefaced corrugated fiberboard or strong 
fully telescoping cardboard boxes. Fiber- 
beard or cardboard boxes must be securely 
wrapped in strong paper and tied with twine. 
In addition, senders are cautioned that de- 
lays caused by the necessity for censorship 
will be minimized if the wrapping is secured 
so as to permit easy inspection of contents.

Navy Appropriation Bill 

The report of the conference commit- 
tee on the 1944 Navy Appropriation Bill 
was adopted by both branches of Congress 
last week and the bill is now in the 
hands of the President. 

The house accepted two Senate amend- 
ments, one of which increases the per 
diem of officers on travel status from $6 
to $7 a day: the other provides that en- 
listed personnel may be reimbursed for 


travel on change of station at the rate | 


of 3 cents a mile regardless of method 
of travel used. The latter amendment, to 
take an example, will permit a man or- 


dered from Norfolk to New York to go | 


to Charleston, S. C., time permitting, to 
visit his family, paying only the extra 
fare out of his own pocket. Heretofore, 
since transportation was furnished in 
kind, making such a side trip would have 
necessitated his paying the entire cost 
of change of station out of his own funds. 





Reports on Attu 

Accurate long range sharpshooting by 
American Infantrymen completely mas- 
tered Japanese snipers during the retak- 
ing of Attu Island in the Aleutians, Lt. 
Col. K. H. Ewbank, official observer for 
Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, Commanding 
General of the Army Ground Forces, re-

enemies at ranges close to 1,000 yards 
with the standard M1 (Garand) rifle.

In another in- 
stance, the distance between one of our 
riflemen and a Jap that he killed was 
00 paces.” 

There were more casualties from frost 
hite than from enemy bullets, Colonel 
Ewbank said. However, American troops 
were furnished with special equipment 
against cold. 

Coordination between infantry and 
field artillery worked with great effi- 
ciency, and in many instances the infan- 
try moved forward with the artillery 
screen only 50 yards in front of them, 
Colonel Ewbank reported. “The time- 
shell fire of the 105-millimeters really 
blasted the Japs out of their positions 
when nothing else would,” he said. 

Planning had been complete in every 
detail, the observer reported. Eight dif- 
ferent plans were devised, and many al- 
ternates were necessary because of the 
difficult weather and terrain. Plaster 
models of the island were supplied for 
study on each transport. 

Intensive “Ranger” training was given 
to a scout company. In addition, a spe- 
cial raider group composed largely of In- 
dians and Aleuts proved of great value. 

The attacking troops found that Japa- 
nese camouflage was excellent. The in- 
vaders took over a large enemy supply of 
clothing and of food, including canned 
salmon, canned tangerines, fresh fish, 
sake and prepared seaweed. 

Defends Philippine’s Airmen 

From Australia, General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur this week declared that state- 
ments that the American air force had 
been mismanaged at the beginning of the 
Philippines campaign “do grave injus- 
tice” to Maj. Gen. Lewis H. Brereton and 
his “gallant subordinates.” 

Recent articles left the implication 
“that through neglect or faulty judgment 
he (General Brereton) failed to take 
proper security measures, resulting in de- 
struction of his air force on the ground, 
General MacArthur observed. 

Stating that General Brereton had 
alerted his small force some time before 
Pearl Harbor, General MacArthur de- 
clared, “A number of airplanes were de- 
stroyed on the ground while landing for 
gus or while down for essential mainte- 
nance but it never was the result of negli- 
gence on the part of Brereton or of his 
subordinates.” 


S. F. Port Blood Donors 

The blood donor program of the San 
Francisco Port of Embarkation, still less 
than a year old, has passed the 7,000 pint 
mark. This unusually large amount came 
from thousands of volunteer donors, both 
civilian and military. 

A meeting called last summer by Mrs. 
Frederick Gilbreath, Chairman of the 
SFPE Auxiliary, San Francisco Chapter, 
American Red Cross, for the wives of the 
officer personnel, was the starting point 
of the campaign. Mrs. Gilbreath is the 
wife of Maj. Gen. Frederick Gilbreath, 
Commanding General of the San: Fran- 
cisco Port of Embarkation. 











Gratuity to Beneficiary 
To avert payment of the six months 
gratuity, payable on the death of an offi- 
cer or enlisted man, to the estate of a 
veteran, the House has passed H.R. 2188. 
So many instances have arisen in which, 
because of the death of the primary 
beneficiary before the death of the officer 
or enlisted man, the gratuity has been 
paid to his estate by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral, instead of aiding another specified 
dependent beneficiary, that this bill and 
its companion Senate bill have been in- 

troduced to offset this possibility. 
By this bill the gratuity will be pay- 


| able to the ranking dependent beneficiary 


desiznated by the officer or enlisted man, 
and so cannot get directly into the hands 
of possible creditors of the estate. 





Set 44 Garrison Ration 
The commutation value of the garrison 
ration for enlisted men of the Army for 
the fiscal year 1944 has been fixed at 61 
cents a ration. For the Philippine Scouts 
it is 30 cents. 





Aircraft Carrier Construction 

The present aircraft carrier construc- 
tion program will result in our having 
several times the number of these vessels 
by the end of this year that we had 
during the years 1941 and 1942, Secretary 
of the Navy Frank Knox announced this 
week. This statement, he added, applied 
to both carriers and auxiliary carriers 
and there are plenty of planes to equip 
them. 

The pilot training program, he an- 
nounced, is very satisfactory, a very good 
balance being maintained between the 
number of pilots trained and the number 
of planes constructed. 

Discussing war developments at his 
weekly press conference, the Secretary 
said: “Kiska still may not be effectively 
blockaded as submarines can still slip 
in.” This he compared to our own sub- 
marine operations at Corregidor but ex- 
pressed doubts that suflicient supplies 
could be transported in such a manner. 

The Russian supply lines from our west 
coast are still functioning, he said, and 
no instance is known where the Japanese 
have interfered with their ships. He 
added: “Both nations are very carefully 
avoiding anything which might create an 
international incident.”

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Pharmacy Corps In Army 
The House this week passed H.R. 997, 
which provides for the establishing of a 
Pharmacy Corps in the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army. At the same time, the 
bill abolishes the present Medical Admin- 
istrative Corps. 

The bill provides that there shall be 
72 officers in this corps, and that its mem- 
bers shall be promoted to first lieutenants 
after 3 years of service, to captain after 
6 years, to major after 12 years, to lieu- 
tenant colonel after 20 years, and to 
colonel after 26 years. Appointments are 
to be made in the grade of second lien- 
tenant, from pharmacists, between the 
ages of 21 and 32, who are graduates of 
recognized schools or colleges of pharm- 
acy requiring four years of instruction for 
graduation, under such regulations and 
after such examinations as the Secretary 
of War shall prescribe. 

Although many pharmaceutical organi- 
zations are in favor of the bill, the War 
Department is opposed to it. 





Navy Chaplains Graduate

Induct High School Students 

Of interest to Army and Navy person- 
nel with children of high school and in- 
duction age was the passage by the 
House this week of H.R. 1991, which pro- 
vides that the Selective Service and 
Training Act shall be amended to provide 
for the postponement of the induction of 
high school students who have completed 
more than half of their academic year 
after reaching the age of 18 or 19. 

The bill does not apply to students who 
began their academic year after 1 Jan. 
1943. They will be liable to induction on 
the completion of the first half of the aca- 
demic year. Nor will a student be delayed 
for induction by failing to complete the 
first or second half year in a satisfactory 
manner.

Lend-Lease Expenditures 


Edward R. Stettinius, jr., Lend-Lease 
Administrator, announced this week that 
lend-lease aid during May amounted to 
$790,000,000, bringing the total since the 
beginning of the lend-lease program to 
$11,893,000,000. Of this amount, $9,930,- 
000,000 represents goods transferred and 
$1,963,000,000 services rendered (rental 
and repair of ships, etc.). 





The Work of the ASF 


A graphic picture of the work being 
done by the Army Service Forces, which 
Lt. Gen. B. B. Somervell, its commanding 
general, termed “the biggest business in 
the world,” was given to the committee 
by General Somervell. 

His remarks, in part, follow: 

“The biggest personnel recruitment and 
classification job in the world has been 
done since Pearl Harbor... Over six and 
a half million men have been inducted, 
examined for physical and mental quali- 
fications, classified for skill and aptitude, 
and assigned to that part of the Army for 
which they are best suited... . 

“Under the Transportation Corps of 
the Army Service Forces, three times as 
many men have been moved across the 
ocean in the first 12 months of World 
War No. 2 as in the corresponding period 
in World War I. Twenty per cent of the 
passenger-miles covered by railroad 
trains in the United States each month 
is used for the movement of military per- 
sonnel under the direction of the Trans- 
portation Corps. ... 

“Warehouse space equivalent to 80 Em- 
pire State Buildings is necessary to store 
the supplies carried on hand by the Army 
Service Forces. 

“The Engineer Corps of the Army Ser- 
vice Forces has successfully accomplished 
the largest road-construction and build- 
ing-construction program in the history 
of the world... .” 

“The Quartermaster Corps of the Army 
Service Forces is the greatest shopping 
organization ever known. Each day it 
goes to market and buys 50,000,000 
pounds of food. Each month it buys 
enough shoes to provide one pair for every 
man in the State of Illinois. 

“The Ordnance Department of the 
Army Service Forces is buying $17,300,- 
000,000 of artillery, tanks, motor vehicles, 
bombs, ammunition, rifles, machine guns 
and aircraft cannon in the year 1943. Un- 
der the direction of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment one piece of artillery has been pro- 
vided for every 46 soldiers in World War 
II as compared with one piece of artillery 
for every 1,100 soldiers in World War 
I 


“The Signal Corps of the Army Ser- 
vice Forces is the greatest purchaser of 
radio and electrical equipment in the 
world. In 1948 it will buy radio and elec- 
trical equipment totaling 10 times the 
dollar value of all radio equipment sold 
in the United States in the year 1940... .” 





Gen. Forrest Lost 


Announcement was made in London 
this week that Brig. Gen. Nathan Bedford 
Forrest, USA, was an observer aboard 
a heavy bomber which failed to return 
from an attack on Kiel, 13 June. The 
plane was piloted by Capt. Harry A. Stir- 
walt, and others aboard included Maj. 
Allan W. Wilder, co-pilot and squadron 
commander, 1st Lt. Walter J. Thimm. 
navigator, 1st Lt. Willard W. Brown, Ist 
Lt. Robert L. MeNutt, jr... bombardier, 
and 1st Lt. Donald V. Scavotto tailgunner. 

General Forrest, a graduate of the 
United States Military Academy in 1928, 
had arrived in England only a short time 
previously from Ft. George G. Wright, 
Wash., where he had been on duty with 
the Second Air Force Headquarters.

has been upped, I believe, from 60 to 65 
hours, and the basic training from 70 
to 75 hours. The transitional training has 
been increased from 105 to about 125 
hours. We are increasing the number of 
hours in the operational training unit, 
that is, in combat training. The average 
has gone from 180 to 200 hours for the 
operational training unit training.” 
Helicopters Ordered 

General Echols told the committee, in 
response to questions, that he believed 
that a large percentage of the gasoline 
Germany was using is synthetic. Asked 
if such gas operated as well as ours, he 
replied: “Apparently it does.” 

The synthetic gas is made from coal. 

General Echols revealed that a large 
number of helicopters are being ordered 
by the air force. He pointed out that one 
experimental helicopter has been deliv- 
ered, and delivery of an additional service 
test quantity is scheduled within the next 
few months. However, no quantity pro- 
duction of any type will be available until 
mid-year 1944. 

The Army is going in for training of 
women pilots on a large scale. There are 
now 27 women pilots in the Army, but 
there are plans for training 1.200 to ferry 
light planes and training planes from 
factories to schools and training centers. 

Army Hospital Ships 

The Army rapidly is acquiring its own 
hospital ships, Maj. Gen. James C. Ma- 
gee, retiring surgeon general of the Army, 
told the committee. 

Up to the present time, the Army has 
had one hospital ship, the Acadia. A sec- 
ond, the troop ship, Seminole, is being 
converted. 

Three hulls are being fitted as hospital 
ships by the Navy, to be ready next 
March. 

“The latest information,’ General Ma- 
gee stated, “is that we will have a total 
of 15 hospital ships for the present calen- 
dar year, which will be increased to 25 
hospital ships in the next calendar year.” 

General Magee stated that the com- 
manding general in North Africa had 
established a policy that no sick or 
wounded man should be evacuated on a 
troop ship if he was unable to take care 
of himself in case of a sea disaster. 

All belligerents have respected hospi- 
tal ships, General Magee, testified, in- 
cluding Germany and Japan. The latter 
country, he said, “never interferred with 
hospital ships until this last occurrence. 
The Japanese made some explanation in 
the newspaper.” 

Pay of Our Prisoners 

Information on the rates at which ene- 
my governments are paying American 
prisoners of war was given to the com- 
mittee by Brig. Gen. J. W. Bryan, as- 
sistant Provost Marshal General. 





Stating that his information was not 
positive, General Bryan stated that Ger. 
many is paying American soldiers who 
work about $2.75 a week. Italy, state 
General Bryan, makes a distinction he. 
tween skilled and unskilled labor, paying 
50 or 35 cents a day. Japan is paying 21 
to 3% cents a day. 5 

Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps 

Paying tribute to the caliber of the 
WAAC and its work, the committee re. 
ported that for the current fiscal year the 
peak personnel objective of the corps is 
11,796 officers and 98,237 auxiliaries, or g 
total of 110,033. 

The estimates for 1944 were 375.000 
WAACs, but since Congress has held the 
limit to 150,000, the difference is to be 
made up with enlisted men. 

Indeed, recruiting in all women’s or. 
ganizations, Army and sea services, has 
been below expectations. 

During hearings on the bill WAAC Dj- 
rector Hobby told the committee that of 
the 628 Army specialist occupations, 406 
are suitable for women, but the WAAC 
will concentrate on 142 occupations in 
which about 75 per cent of men who can 
be relieved are employed. 

Colonel Hobby expressed the hope that 
WAAC officers could be used to replace 
male officers as well as to command 
WAAO units. 

She revealed that the original plan of 
furnishing WAACs in units with a rigid 
table of organization had been largely 
abandoned in favor of a policy of fur- 
nishing quotas on the basis of require- 
ments. 

Women’s Recruiting Drops 

Recruiting of WAACs in the last two 
months, revealed WAAC Director Hobby, 
has been quite bad, but she stated that 
the lag was not peculiar to the WAAC, 
but was also true of the WAVES, SPARS, 
Marines and the Army Nurse Corps. 

Not Satisfied with ASF 

Asked by Representative Starnes, of 
Ala., whether he was “satisfied with the 
organization of your Services of Supply?” 
General Somervell replied: 

“Not entirely; no, sir.”

Signal Corps Procurement

Since the greater proportion of Signal 
Corps procurement has pertained to the 
electronic art, and since large assembly 
capacities existed in this field prior to 
Pearl Harbor, much of the procurement 
problem was centered in the producers of 
component parts and materials. Capaci- 
tors, resistors and electrical indicating 
instruments became chokepoints and were 
overcome by specific action. Special mate- 
rials, such as steatite, tantalum, tungsten 
and molybdenum, became critical due to 
the increased employment in military 
equipment. Detection and range equip- 
ment (RADAR) hed no counterpart in 
industrial production. Design, develop- 
ment and production capacities, there- 
fore, had to be created through conver- 
sion or expansion. The increased produc- 
tion of component parts reflected an in- 
creased load on the contributory and ma- 
terial suppliers. In order to provide the 
necessary facilities for the production of 
Signal Corps items, the Signal Corps 
sponsored conversion and expansion 
projects amounting to millions of dollars. 
These increased capacities were obtained 
economically, since the increased produc- 
tion will amount to approximately 13% 
times in dollar value the cost of these 
projects. 

Since the tactics employed today are 
not stable and even greater quantities of 
equipment may become necessary, it is to 
be expected that the accelerated rate of 
production of communications items will 
have to be still further increased. This 
will be especially true of wire communica- 
tion systems, including modern carrie? 
equipment, and long range radio nets 
which will become necessary as stabiliza- 
tion is obtained in the theaters of supply 
and the older theaters of operation.

Travel Costs of Dependents 

Payment of travel costs of dependents 
of military and civilian personnel of the 
Army and War Department and of the 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard, on 
a mileage basis, is provided for in the bill, 
S. 220. passed by the Senate late last 
week. Heretofore, payment of the cost of 
transportation in kind has been effected 
by submitting the necessary particulars 
io the Finance Office of the Army in 
Washington on the completion of the 
journey by dependents. 

The bill provides that payment of 
transportation shall be on a mileage 
4 cents a mile for each dependent 
over 12 vears of age; 2 cents a mile for 
each dependent under 12 and not less than 
5 vears of age; nothing for dependents 
under 5 years. The provisions of the Act 
irrespective of manner of
